1—Algenib—8° Aries 


J usT planets, signs, aspects and houses, as 
are in general use in astrology, can at best 
only make a decent, law-abiding citizen. 
For genius, we have to look to that un- 
known field, the fixed stars. They are the 
“missing link” in astrology. After forty years 
of study and research, I find in them a vast 


sea of knowledge, of which I have only 


scratched the surface. In this article we 
shall start with the fixed star Algenib, 8 
degrees and two minutes in Aries. It is a 
star of third Magnitude, whose declination is 
14 degrees, 44 minutes N., and partakes of 
the nature of Mercury and Mars. 

It is the writer’s conclusion that this star, 
by virtue of its zodiacal position, is ruler of 
the intellect, since I find it rules the fore- 
head, which is generally conceded to be 
the seat of reason. 

In orthodox astrology, Mercury is the tra- 
ditional ruler of the intellect, but who has 
not seen brilliant minds with a retrograde, 
poorly placed and afflicted Mercury? 

It is true Mercury and the Moon have 
much to do with the trend of the mind. 
Mercury with Saturn makes the mind Sat- 
urn-like—cautious, serious, clever in mathe- 
matics, prompt in keeping appointments, etc. 

Mercury with Uranus makes the mind ex- 
citable, resourceful and prone to genius, etc., 
but these only reflect the bent of the mind. 
The real breadth of intellect and mental 
capacity must necessarily be measured by: 
Ist, planets in conjunction or near Algenib 
(from about four to about ten degrees of 
Aries); 2nd, planets aspecting Algenib; 3rd, 
the Ascendant on or near Algenib, or Algenib 
in the first housey or the ascendant linked 
to Algenib by aspect from any of the signs. 

The greater the number of planets at 
birth aspecting Algenib, the greater the in- 
tellect. Insofar as the abilities are con- 
cerned, adverse aspects are just as effective 


as good ones. For example, let us take the 
late Arthur Brisbane, writer and journalist, 
born December 12, 1864. Here the creative 
Neptune is conjunction Algenib; the Sun is 
making the 105 degree aspect; Mars is sex- 
tile; the Moon is sextile; Mercury square; 
and Jupiter is trine Algenib. 


Child Prodigy 








Let us consider the super-intellect, quoting 
a “child prodigy, boy philosopher” from N. N., 
case 353, born November 26, 1894, 1:52 P.M., 
London. Here the Ascendant is conjunction 
Algenib, the Sun and Venus trine, Mercury 
parallel, Pluto sextile, Jupiter square and 
Uranus parallel; and lastly, but most im- 
portant, an eclipse of the Sun, less than sixty 
days prior to birth, fell in 6 degrees and 
19 minutes of Libra, in opposition to Al- 
genib, which focused a tremendous amount 
of electrical energy on this fixed star. On © 
this boy’s birthdate, the planets had moved 
up to such positions that they were making 
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aspects to Algenib and to the eclipse, thus 
releasing this tremendous energy. It so hap- 
pened that this boy philosopher was born 
on the day, hour, and four minutes interval 
that Algenib was rising in his respective 
locality. 


2—Arcturus—23° Libra 


According to my findings, this great star 
has more influence over the earth than any 
other three stars. Probably the savants of 
science thought the same when they selected 
this star and harnessed its beam, and at a 
given moment, diverted its power to close a 
switch and thus turn on the lights for the 
initial opening of the recent World’s Fair 
at Chicago. 

The only reason which I can conceive that 
the ancients did not fully appreciate the im- 
portance of this star, is because of ignoring 
aspects between the planets and certain stars. 

The writer has eventually found 28 stars 
that operate effectively. Some of these stars 
are quoted as small as 4th magnitude, but 
yet they operate with great force, while 
other stars quoted as first magnitude do not 
manifest any appreciable influence, insofar as 
the writer has been able to observe. 

It must be understood that with one planet, 
a star will manifest along certain lines, and 
with another planet its behavior will be quite 
different. When Arcturus, Neptune and the 
Ascendant are linked together by aspect, the 
native has much personal charm, and is 
capable .of the most beautiful of thoughts 
and inspiration, which may be expressed in 
words, as poetry, or in painting, music, etc., 
depending on other elements of the horo- 
scope. The native, if a female, has a peculiar 
disposition to marry beneath her station in 
life, seemingly harking back to an early bio- 
logical stage of life, manifesting in mating 
with some dark skinned, muscular character 
engaged in some hazardous type of endeavor, 
as an acrobat or a prize-fighter. With this 
type she seems to feel greater security. 

This Arcturus-Neptune combination, if 
rising at birth, or linked to the Ascendant by 
aspect, is the cause of homo-sexuality. An 
added and close aspect of Saturn to Arcturus 
in such cases does not seem to mitigate the 
matter. The most frequent Ascendant is, Ist, 
Libra; 2nd, in, or near 23 degrees of Cancer; 
3rd, in, or near 23 degrees of Capricorn. 

Some of the front line psychologists tell 
us that about one fifth of us possess vary- 
ing degrees of homo-sexual tendencies, How- 
the writer is convinced that such 
tendencies must necessarily exist in the birth 


chart, and then will not manifest until a 
major progression (notably of the Ascendant) 
to Arcturus takes place, which in some cases 
may not happen until middle life, as exem- 
plified in the map accompanying this article. 
In studying this chart, we find the Ascendant 
in square to Arcturus and square to Neptune; 
Neptune is making the 150 degree aspect to 
Arcturus, which is strengthened by the paral- 
lel to same, ‘while the Moon is square Nep- 
tune and trine to Arcturus. It is to be noted 
here that the Moon, Neptune, the Ascendant 
and Arcturus form a “circuit” around the 
zodiac. Such a circuit operates with great 
force, and should be observed in all branches 
of astrology. Further, sixteen days previous 
to birth a New Moon fell on the degree of 
Cancer which was destined to be the native’s 
Ascendant, in square to Arcturus, thus ac- 
centuating the Arcturus peculiarities. 








The native of this map is highly intelligent, 
impressionable, sensitive and charitable. He 


was born with all of the advantages of social 


position and education. He lived a normal 
life, married within his station of life on 
November 4, 1914, at the age of 29 years 
and 3 months. Two lovely daughters were 
born of this union. He continued to live a 
normal life until October, 1925, when he 
met a man who changed his morals and en- 
tire life. He promptly divorced his beautiful 
wife, and to quote his own words, he “never 
before knew what real love was.” 

In the progressed chart we find, 1st, the 
Ascendant progressed to 22 degrees 30 minutes 
in Leo, in sextile to Arcturus. (It is the 
writer’s belief that this aspect was 80 ~er 
cent the cause of the awakening this latent 
anomaly.) 2nd, the progressed Mars was 23 
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degrees of Cancer, conjunction the Ascendant, 
radical, and square to Arcturus. 3rd, the 
transits for October, 1925, of concern in this 
case were, Neptune in 24 degres of Leo was 
conjunction the progressed ascendant, and 
sextile to Arcturus. Uranus was 22 degrees 
24 minutes of Pisces, retrograde, in trine to 
the radical Ascendant, and in 150 degree 
aspect to Arcturus. 

Arcturus rules the element of “discovery” 
and to my knowledge, is the only celestial 
body that really gives luck in the ordinary 
or “fortune telling” sense. 

In a -future article I shall illustrate the 
immense practical values of this star. 


3—Copula—23°. Virgo 


Copula—Longitude 23 degrees, 58 minutes 
Virgo; nature, Moon-Venus; Magnitude 0 
degrees; declination 47 degrees 36 minutes 
North; Latitude 50 degrees 55 minutes North; 
R. A. 201 degrees 35 minutes 37 seconds. 

Although quoted in texts as of no magni- 
tude, Copula is one of the most interesting 
of stars. It rules the appendix of the physical 
body. When on the Ascendant at birth, the 
appearance of the natives differs widely from 
the text book descriptions of Virgo Ascend- 
ing. It gives a full stature, tall and manly 
bearing, with a resemblance to Leo or 
Aquarius. The features are strong, and in- 
dicative of strength of character. However 
if the major planets, notably Saturn, should 
aspect the Ascending degree, the above de- 
scription would be modified greatly. 

The nature is decidedly studential, notably 
in this star is supported by aspects from the 
planets. 


Poisons and Insects 


As evidenced by the study of some two 
hundred cases Copular rules poisons and the 


insect kingdom, and those who devote their. 


lives to the study of insects, as entomologists, 
apiarists. 

It is of profound interest here to observe 
the simplicity of nature’s way of creation. 
If the strongest aspects to Copula come from 
the airy sign Gemini, it rules flying insects. 
If the strongest aspects come from the earthy 
sign Taurus, it rules insects that live in the 
earth. Saturn in aspect to Copula, notably 
from Taurus or Capricorn, rules spiders. 


Examples 
During late March and April, 1939, while 
Neptune was transiting in conjunction to 
Copula, and Jupiter was in opposition to both, 
a huge (note the expansive nature of Jupiter) 


poison-murder syndicate was brought to light 
on April the 5th in Philadelphia, revealing 
that more than a hundred persons had been 
poisoned for their insurance. During this 
same period, some two hundred doctors, 
nurses and patients in a hospital were poi- 
soned from impure food. Scattered cases of 
poisoning were then prevalent in the news 
columns. Also during this period, a great 
arm of insects attacked the Imperial Valley, 
in California, another attacked the State 
of Washington, and still another attack oc- 
curred in Oregon, while an epidemic of 
locusts were reported in China. 

When Copula is much afflicted, notably by 
Mars, and in the fifth house of a female, a 
Casearian operation is to be expected at some 
time in life, when a major progression to 
Copula takes place. 











In examining the accompanying map, we 
see Pluto in the fifth house in opposition to 
the Moon, also the South Node and in square 
to the Sun, and all in affliction with Copula 
which is on the cusp of the eighth (the 
house of accidents, etc.) On August 23, 1939, 
at 5:15 A.M., New York City, the native of 
this chart underwent a Caesarian operation. 
The progressed Sun was 24 degrees of Aries 
in sextile to Pluto, and trine to the radical 
Moon and the South Node, and making the 
150 degree aspect to Copula. The progressed 
Ascendant was conjunction the radical Sun 
and opposition Copula. In August, the pro- 
gressed Moon was 9 degrees 38 minutes in 
Aquarius, semi-square the radical Sun and 
the progressed Ascendant and in 135 degree 
aspect to Copula. 


On August 23rd, at 5:15 A.M., 22 degrees” q

The Lunation and Annular Solar 
Eclipse of April 7, 1940, in 
17° Aries 52’

At the moment of the lunation this month 
—this being the Neomenium or first New 
Moon after the Vernal Equinox of 1940—the 
ninth degree of Virgo rises at Washington, 
which degree is symbolized by the “strange 
canvas of a modern expressionistic artist.” 
And a “strange canvas” it is when one fits 
into this Eclipse Figure several of the plane- 
tary factors native to the horoscope of the

Third German Reich, to that of Hitler and 
to that of the German War Figure of Sep- 
tember 1st last. In fact, at the time of this 
February 8th lunation, wherein the transiting 
Mars in the Fourth House of the Lunation 
Figure—in Astrology, which is but the Geol- 
ogy of Heaven, Mars provides the powder- 
charge which later the quickening Moon 
explodes — having just transited in ovnsi- 
tion to the total solar eclipse of October 12th 
last, which eclipse took place over Hitler's 
Twelfth House Uranus, on February 14th 
makes the opposition of the annular solar 
eclipse of April 19th, 1939, this latter eclipse 
being in a close conjunction with his radical 
Sun. The fiery planet, having thus annealed 
these two eclipse points by his transit in 
opposition to them, two days after the March 
8th lunation transits over Hitler’s Mars and 
Venus posited in his radical Seventh House, 
after having opposed his Progressed Moon 
on March Ist! Nevertheless there would still 
appear to be something wanting: the full 
measure, heaped and running over! 

It is my contention that the April 7, 1940 
annular eclipse of the Sun, the one under 
discussion in this article, fills up the measure 
of wrath and affixes the final seal to the 
career of Nostradamus’ “Chef de Fossan,” i.e. 
the Commander-General of the Assault 
Troops of the Third Reich, in other words 
Adolf Hitler himself! Even though, like the 
two preceding eclipses, it does not finally 
accomplish all matters connected therewith 
as yet. 

What more natural at this time than that 


“Chef de Fossan aura gorge coupée.” 


what with Mars (steel weapons) passing over 
his Seventh House planets in Taurus (Sign 
of the throat) during the March lunation, 
while at this April eclipse, Mars squarely 
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conjuncts his radical Pluto in the Eighth 
House of his Nativity, Pluto being the dis- 
positor of both his radical Second (the 
natural House of Taurus) and of his Pro- 
gressed Moon in 10° Scorpio and itself within 
4° of a perfect square to his radical Saturn 
in Leo in the Tenth House of his Nativity? 

So many further seals affixed to the clos- 
ing volume of this man’s career, for the 
final ending of Hitlerean bossism in the Third 
Reich is a matter of profound karmic import 
to both Germany and the world. 

The formidable Nostradamus has, however, 
supplied us with yet another hint as to the 
precise nature of the factors leading up to 
this much heralded event, viz:— 


“Par le ducteur du lumier et levrier.” 


Which is to say “by the leader of the light 
(or Moon) and the harrier” (or Mars). We 
are, therefore, advised by Nostradamus to 
look to the Moon and to Mars for the luti- 
mate time and manner of the Fuehrer’s un- 
timely demise. 

This annular solar eclipse, occurring on 
April 7th, takes place in the eighteenth 


degree of Aries, thus in the second decan of 
that asterism. It occurs almost in precise 
opposition to Hitler’s Progressed Uranus, 
Ruler of the Fourth House (end of life) of 
his Nativity. 

This makes the second solar eclipse indis- 


solubly connected with Hitler’s Twelfth 
House Uranus, the first having taken place 
within a one degree conjunction with it on 
October 12th last, as above recorded. Having 
transpired in the second decan of the Balance 
it foretold “death to a great ruler!” Now 
comes along this solar eclipse in the second 
decan of Aries, itself foretelling the “im- 
prisonment and sadness of a great ruler and 
the danger of death to him!” Two bolts of 
celestial fire aimed at the same spot!—More 
power and still more power being put over 
the wires—while yet the ultimate end is not 
yet, not just yet. 

Before I name the month wherein the -cul- 
mination of this entire host of planetary 
afflictions may be confidently expected to 
befall their victim, I beg leave to return to 
the final couplet of Nostradamus’ famous 
Prophecy. The famous Court astrologer of 
Marie de Medici concludes the ninety-sixth 
verse of Centurie III with the words:— 


“Le fait paré par ceux du mont tarpée 
Saturne en Leo trezieme de Fevrier.” 


The Tarpean mount or rock being a peak 
of the Capitoline Hill in Rome, from which 
condemned criminals were hurled to their 
death in Roman times, this line would appear 
to imply some Italian participation in the 
conspiracy against the Fuehrer; either that 
or the assassins would themselves turn out 
to be men secretly condemned to be “purged” 
at about this time, which last inference seems 
to me to be a great deal nearer the truth, all 
things considered. In other words, the Fuehrer 
would seem to be fated to meet death at 
the hands of schemers within the ranks of 
his own party! That this bears the stamp of 
extreme probability the average reader is 
certain to see at once, since “who invokes 
the sword shall perish by the sword.” 


The last line of the couplet gives the posi- 
tion of Hitler’s Saturn in Leo followed by 
the date “the thirteenth of February.” Not 
that this necessarily means that he will be 
done to death on that date, instead of which— 
for Nostradamus, in common with most seers 
and sybils, apparently relished being cryptic 
in his utterances, which, moreover, a pru- 
dent regard for the lawless times in which 
he lived and whereof he largely wrote, com- 
pelled him so to be—it might well mean the 
Leonine opposition date, the thirteenth of 
August, ten days after the lunation of August 
3rd coming. The lunation takes place within 
two degrees and seven minutes of a con- 
junction with Hitlers Saturn and within 
three degrees of a square to the transiting 
Jupiter and Saturn, the conjunction of these 
two planets having taken place but three 
days before, when they themselves fell within 
two degrees of-a conjunction with his ruling 
planet Venus, itself closely conjunct his Mars 
at about midway in his Seventh House. To 
clinch the matter, his Progressed Moon pro- 
ceeds but a bare few minutes past the square 
of his radical Saturn on August 20th, the 
fourth month after his fifty-first birthday 
and but seventeen days after the lunation! 


What further proof is needed to affix the 
seal ta this man’s life and career? 


Can Hitler Escape His Fate? 


Michael Scot, the greatest astrologer of 
the Middle Ages, sought in vain to escape 
his. Having ascertained by his Birth Figure 
that he was to come to his death by a blow 
on the head, he constantly wore an iron 
helmet. Being in church attending the cele- 
bration of Mass upon a festival he removed 
his helmet at the moment of consecration— 
which no sooner had be done than a stone 
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fell from the vaulted ceiling above and, 
striking him upon the head, killed him out- 
right! The emperor Frederick II, last of the 
great Hohenstaufen line (1194-1250 A.D.), 
having been forewarned by his astrologer 
that he would die “sub flore” (under the 
flower) avoided entering the city of Florence 
—the crest of which city consisted of three 
fleurs de lis or lilies—all his life . . . only to 
meet his end in a castle in the south of Italy, 
in a castle the coat-of-arms of which bore 
the emblem of three lilies! 

Many more instances of a no less startling 
character could be cited throughout the course 
of history. 

Lack of space forbids me citing further 
planetary configurations extant in the various 
Figures of Heaven governing the course of 
this year, all of which proclaim the downfall 
and end of Germany’s Fuehrer as being very 
imminent around this time. At the August 
3rd lunation, the rising degree symbolizes 
“activity dominated by fate”, the inference 
connected therewith being obvious in this 
instance in view of what I have explained 
as taking place in the heavens shortly before 
and at the moment of this lunation. Finally, 
and to sum up all that has been detailed 
thereon, I consider this August 3rd lunation 
to portray the certain death of a dictator. 

To revert now to the lunation-eclipse of 
April 7th this year, I judge this to be defini- 
tive of Hitler’s fall from power, while the con-

lunation show his approaching death. This 
latter lunation also threatens the life of King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy, as noted under 
the August heading among the lunations 
proper to this year. 

According to ancient writers an eclipse of 
the Sun falling in the second decan of Aries 
also threatens “the corruption of trees bear- 
ing fruit and of things growing on the Earth.” 
As it takes place in the Eighth Mouse aft 
Washington within a close conjunction with 
Jupiter (Ruler of the Fourth) and the South 
Node, and in semisquare to Mars one degree 
west of the meridian, there are ample grounds 
for crediting this eclipse with such an ulti- 
mate effect, particularly in the southwestern 
states. As this eclipse lasts for six hours and 
seven minutes, its effects will be felt over a 
period of six years and one month and will 
be very largely tempered by the various 
positions and aspects of Jupiter and Mars, 
as seen in the Eclipse Figure presented here- 
with. 

For example, the first strong effects of the 





solar blight will be felt between May 29th 
and June 30th this year, while Mars transits 
through Cancer in square to the Sun at 
eclipse. Again, they should be felt while 
Jupiter transits these same zodiacal degrees 
between July 15, 1942 and June 22, 1943, 
particularly while he retrogrades during his 
passage through the middle degrees of Can- 
cer between November 13, 1942 and March 13, 
1943. Of course there will occur transitory 
lunar effects also, besides those dependent 
upon the position of the Progressed Moon, 
as, for example, when she conjuncts the radi- 
cal Mars in February, 1944 and so forms the 
semisquare to the Sun at eclipse. 

This eclipse falls within the two-degree 
space between the Midheaven and Jupiter in 
the Aries Ingress Figure of March 20th this 
year, and in a close trine to the position 
of the Moon and of the Part of Fortune 
therein. It thus foreshadows the vast eco- 
nomic and financial changes foreseen as de- 
veloping in the Lunation Figures governing 
the remaining months of this year and even 
extending’ through the six years immediately 
ahead, or until August, 1946. But as time 
goes on, its power naturally and progressively 
wanes, until after three years (April, 1943) 
its more pronounced effects will very prob- 
ably be nullified to a considerable extent. 
Such financial and economic changes as are 
to be effected during the course of the pres- 
ent year are rather well than adversely con- 
figurated at their outset, though it is equally 
true that trouble will undoubtedly arise later 
on through their means. Very heavy govern- 
mental expenditures are foreseen as occur- 
ring almost at once, as also the fact that 
the taxes on trust funds, death benefits and 
like monies and properties will be bound to 
sustain an increase. 

The death of a Cabinet member is fore- 
seen as very probably occurring between 
this date and June 20th coming. 


Both the people and the Administration, 
too, are discerned as being of two minds 
regarding an affair of policy and import at 
this time. There will be much discussion 
relative to it in Congress. Close to July 3rd, 
a change of attitude will in all probability 
take place relative to this question and a 
resolution will be forthcoming. 


This will hardly be a favorable time for 
contracting marriage, as both bride and 
groom are very apt to experience a difficult 
time making up their minds relative thereto, 
hence many will not marry who otherwise 
expect to do so. Jilting threatens*to be of 
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rather common occurrence during the month, 
as also do the prevalence of unforseen acci- 
dents that tend either to delay or altogether 
cancel such marriage plans as will be made 
at this time. 

Airplane accidents are foreseen to be upon 
the increase this month, one likely occurring 
in the immediate vicinity at Washington. 


U. S. Foreign Affairs 


Our foreign concerns and affairs are not 
well configurated this month, and some of 
them are moreover foreseen to be less so as 
time goes on, our relations with the Hitlerean 
Reich, for instance, going from bad to worse 
as time drifts downstream. This eclipse takes 
place within one degree and two minutes of 
an exact conjunction with the radical Uranus 
of the Reich, and within a very close square 
to its radical Venus and Pluto. Its effect 
in Germany will therefore very probably 
be exerted in the direction of curtailing 
further the liberties of the people, while 
precipitating something very like a revolt 
among certain divisions of the armed forces 
of the country. In fact, as I have noted before, 
there is every indication that the month of 
April will precipitate a crisis in that unfor- 
tunate country and, of course, in the Nazi 
Party as well. 


At London and Paris, the Sun is eclipsed 
immediately upon the cusp of the Sixth 
House, ‘Venus and Mars falling conjunct the 
cusp of the Eighth, due to which positions 
and aspects of the planets, there is ample 
reason for believing the public health will 
suffer, that there will be a prevalence of 
labor troubles, increased taxes along with 
an increased mortality being foreseen—very 
probably due to air raids and gas attacks— 
and a likely change of government or of 
governmental policy.

At the moment of this lunation and solar 
eclipse the twenty-seventh degree of Libra 
rises at Washington. This zodiacal degree 
symbolizes a “superior mental vision; calm, 
objective observation, quiet ‘inner strength.” 
Venus, Ruler of the Ascendant, reigns from 
the Tenth House in sextile to the Ascendant 
and a rising Mercury, and in a close square 
to Uranus retrograde’ on the cusp of the 
Eighth. Thus a reasoned change in both the 
financial and domestic policy of the govern- 
ment is foreseen to take place, very probably 
beginning with the coming lunation of De- 
cember 28th, when both the conjoined Lights 
square closely the eclipsed Sun from the 
Eighth House of the Lunation Figure. This 
solar blackout forecasts trouble to the gov- 
ernment at intervals during the five years 
and two months its reign endures. In par- 
ticular, it bodes enmity toward our govern- 
ment, due to the changing relations between 
nations, particularly over questions that will 
arise relating to treaties and alliances. 

Curiously enough, this eclipse squares 
closely the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction in 
the Great Earth Mutation Conjunction Figure 
of January 26, 1842, the interpretation of 
which configuration proclaims much the same 
thing. Moreover it proposes something very 
much in the nature of a censorship to be 
established in this country no later than 
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1941. The effects of this eclipse and the final 
disposition thereof will be stored up in 
Nature, its various powers to be drawn upon 
whenever the planets assume any major 
positions in relation thereto. 

This is the first solar eclipse to take place 
in the first decan of a Sign since that of 
May 29, 1938. It is furthermore within an 
almost exact trine to the radical Uranus of 
the United States. In the Eclipse Figure, 
its strongest affliction is the semisquare that 
it makes to Venus, Ruler of the Figure and 
in the Tenth House thereof. It thus portends 
extensive changes within the social body of 
this country, contingent upon an all per- 
vasive change in. our fiscal system. As Mer- 
cury is strong within his own decan of Libra 
and upon the Ascendant, logic and reason 
are seen to dominate such changes as are 
to be effected in times to come. 

This eclipse also trines the total solar 
eclipse of May 29, 1938 in the eighth degree 
of Gemini. The latter eclipse took place al- 
most exactly conjunct the U. S. Ascendant 
and Uranus and portrayed the maturing of 
some far-reaching change of thought affect- 
ing both our government and people. 

The present solar eclipse also very closely 
opposes the position of Jupiter in the Ger- 
man War Figure-of September 1, 1939. It 
also squares Hitler’s radical Moon though 
more precisely his radical Jupiter from its 
position in the Twelfth House of his Na- 
tivity. And so the breakdown of Nazi policy 
together with the propaganda bolstering it 
is adequately foreseen\as taking place in all 
probability no later than the coming lunation 
of next December 28th, this lunation trans- 
piring immediately conjunct Hitler’s Moon 


. while squaring the eclipsed Sun within one 


degree and twelve minutes. 

Finally, this eclipse of the Sun on October 
1st closely opposes Stalin’s radical Saturn and 
squares his natal Sun, while the transiting 
Jupiter and Saturn retrograde over his radi- 
cal Mars, both planets having made their 
congress within twenty minutes of a perfect 
conjunction with Mars in his Nativity on 
August 7th of this year, as a result of which 
a complete change of Russian policy may 
confidently be expected, which, . although 
probably beginning secretly, will none the 


less exert a profound and all-pervasive ef- - 


fect. As the Russian dictator’s Progressed 
Moon, having crossed his radical Midheaven 
degree, in May of this year makes the oppo- 








tating a shift of policy along with the cop. 
comitant of a probable “purge” of his 
enemies both real and imagined. As his Py. 
gressed Moon has been transiting Scorpio for 
the last two years, his tendency toward 
machiavellian diplomatic methods is both ac. 
counted for and understood. Finally, as his 
Progressed Mars this year immediately con- 
tacts the position of Uranus on the Ascen- 


dant of the United States, squares his ow 


radical Uranus and goes toward the square 
of his radical Jupiter, the prediction made 
under the heading of the lunations of March 
8th and of June 5th this year would appear 
to be ratified in the light of Stalin’s ow 
Birth Figure! 

The prevailing note emphasized by this 
October lunation-eclipse would appear to be 
the fact that serious difficulties have ina 
great measure been overcome due to- the 
cooperation of Congress with the Administra- 
tion, notwithstanding the manifest obstacles 
that had to be surmounted. 


The major source of interest throughout

October will center very largely around the 


realm of ideas, as would naturally be e- 


pected during the month immediately pre ~ 
ceding a presidential election.

An Answer to K. E. Krafft 


(Continued from February Issue) 


A. of this leads me to question once 
more the validity or logic of such statements 
made by .Mr. Krafft, as previously quoted. I 
speak of the statements relating to Uranus 
and Neptune. When he writes of the “theo- 
retical and basic gaps, such as the omission 
of Uranus and Neptune, etc.,” I cannot but 
feel that Mr. Krafft is indulging in a kind 
of dogmatism, which is by no means foreign 
to modern scientists, yet which is none the 
less most “unscientific.” 


An Analogy 


An analogy may explain my meaning, im- 
perfect as it is if pushec too far—like all 
analogies, Until a few years ago nobody 
knew about “endocrine glands”; now they 
seem to be responsible for everything. In- 
deed the “omission” of endocrine glands from 
medicine must have produced terrible “theo- 
retical and basic gaps” in the science of 
medicine. Nevertheless, people were healed 
just the same. Epidemics were more wide- 
spread and more destructive in the whole 
last century, but these are not the kind of 
ailments for which the glands are held 
responsible, 

To be brief: the fact is that new types 
of illness have developed of late because 
human beings live away from nature in con- 
gested and air-poisoned cities; they have 
developed psychoses, neuroses, and other 
forms'of moral weariness as the result of our 
chaotic social conditions, which destroy the 
very zest for living—or, if the situation is 
seen from a purely physiological point of 
view, which impair the function and balance 
of our endocrine glands. Thus new prob- 
lems came to medicine. The.old type of 
healing asked the help of endocrinology, and 
Psychology as well; for glands and emotions 
we seen so correlated that it is the old 
question of “what comes first: the chicken 
or the egg?” 

Now human conditions force a new knowl- 
edge to arise; but before these conditions

arose, the old knowledge was just as valid 
for what it covered, than the new knowledge 
for what it covers—or attempts to cover. 
The same is true of physics. Newtonian 
physics was perfectly satisfactory in a world 
without powerful telescdpes and microscopes. 
Likewise old astrology was quite adequate in 
a world with but little international com- 
munications, without big cities, or the kind 
of intensified and congested living modern 
civilization features—a world in which tribal 
consciousness and traditions were dominant, 
a world without steamers, newspapers and 
radios. 

I do not think medieval astrologers found 
any terrific gap in their astrology, any more 
than eighteenth-century astronomers found 
insuperable obstacles in Newtonian laws to 
account for the world they knew. It is un- 
fortunate that we cannot help usually to 
pity those poor ancestors of ours for having 
had no movies to go to or no electric switches 
to turn—or even no toilet facilities. It is 
questionable whether they were less whole- 
some people than we are. Indeed we seem far 
more unhappy than they, and far less con- 
vinced that we know the basic structure of 
the universe. With our present means of 
investigation we find “gaps” in their systems 
(often because we do not understand them 
as they did, or use terms with different 
meanings); but they did not find these gaps, 
and their world-picture was to them, and 
according to their level of development, just 
as good as our world-picture is to us—and 
in many cases more satisfactory and more 
conducive to happiness. 

In other words, physiological “gaps” which 
were found to be the endocrine glands 
were discovered when generalized gland dis- 
turbances appeared in our generations. Os- 
teopathy and the like became needed and 
widespread when aceidents became so fre- 
quent because of the machine age. Surgery 
wrought its wonders as the result of the 
carnage brought upon men by the war. That 
is to say, let us praise the greatness of our 
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modern doctors and surgeons—but let us not 
forget that we owe them to the havoc pro- 
duced daily by a mad civilization. Man heals 
with one hand what he has maimed with the 
other. Is there any net gain? Yes, a gain 
in consciousness—but certainly not in happi- 
ness or personal fulfillment or integration. 

No, Mr. Krafft, I would not be too hasty 
in condemning the old astrology for its 
“discrepancies,” its “theoretical and _ basic 
gaps” and its “mistaken rulerships whose 
fantastic character is equalled only by the 
dogmatism with which they are taught.” 
Astrology was given Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto with which to work just as the modern 
world received its machines and the fantastic 
expansion of its means of making a mess of 
itself. This society of ours having destroyed 
its roots, old Saturn *was not enough to ac- 
count for man’s new troubles. Neptune had 
to give a hand. Having lost its religious tra- 
ditions, its aristocracy, its sense of sub- 
servience to a hierarchic pattern and to a 
ritual of natural living, Jupiter was showing 
very terrific “gaps,” and Uranus, the icono- 
clast and democrat, the free-thinker and up- 
rooted god (or devil), had to appear on the 
stage. And weary to death of the old order 
and tired of dying naturally, man had to 
find Pluto to replace petty barons by to- 
talitarian leaders, and to give him a pre- 
sentment of immortality. 


Organic Correspondence 


It may seem to many sophisticated thinkers 
a gross fatalism to say that Pluto or Nep- 
tune were discovered in the skies as con- 
venient astrological symbols when they be- 
came needed to account for new social de- 
velopments. But if it seems so, this is only 
because people trained in collegés and by 
reading the popular glorifications of modern 
science have lost the sense of the organic 
correspondence between macrocosm and 
microcosm, the universe and man. And to 
try to explain astrology without postulating 
such a correspondence, at least as a basic 
hypothesis, is, to my mind, quite useless— 
if not meaningless. It is better to admit that 
science is slowly moving in the direction of 
the acceptance of such an hypothesis; that 
the concepts ‘of relativity, of periodic expan- 
sion and contraction of a limited Universe 
and of indeterminacy, tend to suggest a pic- 
ture of the universal whole ever nearer to 
that somewhat naively drawn. by the old Wise 
Men. We bring new dimensions to the pic- 
ture and our technical skill in spreading the 
paint and shading receding surfaces is in- 
comparably superior—but it is very much 


the same old picture rejuvenated and 
more intricate. ” 

I shall repeat that while statistical 
searches in astrology.should be encouragg 
(and properly financed) by every possibk 
means, nevertheless there is no point whi. 
soever in research workers becoming diy 
dainful of what they call the old-fashiong 
astrology. Arabian astrology in particuly 
was undoubtedly an amazing system of iy. 
terpretation in the hands of its adepts, 
mapped out the intricacies of human p 
sonality in a remarkable, subtle way. Bu 
the use of two or three “Parts” without th 
grasp of what the whole system meant leak 
obviously nowhere. : 

Behind the various systems for which Mr 
Krafft seems to have a good deal of com’ 
tempt lies often a deep understanding ¢ 
human nature and a grasp of the essen 
algebra-like nature of astrology, which ma 
not be necessary to the statistician, but 
is, to my mind, necessary to the understané’ 
ing and practice of an astrology dealing 
the complete rhythm and periodical de 
opment of all life-functions — physiological 
and psychological. Many new theories 
many new techiques may be unreliab 
such as some of those to which Mr. Krait 
refers in his article (“half-distance point’ 
for instance); but it is easy to dismiss, not 
always so easy to evaluate dispassionately, — 

I mentioned “half-distance points.” I have 
not made a particular study of the system t 
which undoubtedly Mr. Krafft refers, bit 
just the same, there is not the slightest doubt 
in my mind that in most cases the “halt 
distance point” between two planets in wi 
conjunction is most important in “progree 
sions.” I challenge anyone to prove why 
it should be dismissed as without any mea 
ing at all—likewise I feel quite sure tht 
the “Sun-Saturn point” for the efficacy @ 
which Mr. Krafft speaks in such defini 
terms could be shown in many charts to 
inoperative or not adding much significant 
to other factors of similar nature. 

It is often said that by statistics you a 
prove or disprove anything. One may @ 
the same thing of course by means of phi 
sophical arguments. But at least the 
helps to develop the mental faculties am 
broaden the horizon.

tegration, and sees something of its relation 
to human life, can doubt, after a fair inves- 
tigation of astrology, that the Fourfold Order, 
which manifests in every integrated form, 
was known to the ancient seers who initiated 
this now much-debased science. 

Today only the empirical facts of astrology 
are remembered. The rule-of-thumb erec- 
tion of horoscopes, with the partly intuitive 
interpretation of the map, enables the as- 
trologer to gain an insight into the frozen 
processes of life at work in the universe.

We can only comprehend the true nature 
of astrology when we understand that the 
solar system itself, composed, as it is, of a 
central sun (positive with light and heat) 
surrounded by planets (negative to such 
light and heat), is in itself an example of 
the Integrative Order, and by that very fact 
has taken on the universal fourfold polarity 
which always manifests whenever the In- 
tegrative Order appears in Nature.

The above information was received from 
a Chinese subscriber to AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
MaGazine, Henry T. Loo, of Hong Kong, 
China. The Herald Tribune gives Chiang Kai- 
shek’s birthdate as of 1886, and the birthdate 
of the Chinese Republic as October 10, 1911, 
but we believe that the information received 
from Mr. Loo is much more reliable. 

Three northeastern provinces of China, 
Fengtien, Kirin and Heilungchiang, together 
with Jehol, with the assistance of the Japanese 
army, were proclaimed an independent state, 
February 18, 1932. Data obtained from the 
World Almanac and verified by the New York 
Times. Some astrologers give March 1, 1932. 

August 29, 1937, the Chinese-Soviet non- 
aggression pact was signed. 


ENGLAND 


For England and the British Empire we have 
always used the Coronation of William the 
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Conqueror, December 25, 1066, at noon, West- 
minster Abbey. 

We believe that all developments in the 
British Empire, subsequent to that date, may 
be logically considered as an evolution of that 
original chart, since prior to that time England 
did not have a coordinated regime and the 
Norman conquest resulted in such coordination 
which has never been disturbed since that time, 
although additions thereto have been made. 

King George VI born December 14, 1895, 
3:05 A.M. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain born March 18, 
1869, hour given 3:00 A.M., but it is stated that 
this is speculative. ; 

Winston Churchill, two dates have been 
given. There seems to be some doubt as to 
whether his birth took place November 29th or 
November 30, 1874. 

Sir Dudley Pound was born August 29, 1877. 

General Sir Dudley Ironsides was born May 
6, 1880.

GERMANY 


We are inclined to accept as the horoscope 
of Germany that of the German Empire, Janu- 
ary 18, 1871, 0:15 P.M., proclaimed by Bis- 
marck at Versailles. It is our belief that all 
subsequent developments and charts therefore 
have been merely detours without in any way 
invalidating that original proclamation and 
horoscope. 

We believe that the army party in Germany 
represented by the German General Staff has 
never ceased to have complete control in Ger- 
many; that all those who have acted as front 
men since that time, including Hitler, have 
only been able to do so on condition that they 
carry out the program of the army leaders. 
That the Republic was purged because it failed 
to do so and that Hitler will be likewise if 
he ever departs from that program, or for 
any reason fails to carry it out. 

An Anti-Semitic League was founded in Ger- 
many, April 13, 1881. 

Triple Entente formed—alliance signed by 
Germany, Italy and Austria—March 13, 1887. 

Confederation of the Rhine formed July 12, 
1906. 

Hitler’s birthdate (April 20, 1889), of course, 
is well known. Although lately attempts are 
being made to declare 1889 incorrect. Some 


claim 1882—others 1887, but 1889 is good 
enough for us. 

Goering, January 12, 1893. 

Von Ribbentrop, April 30, 1893. 

Goebbels, October 29, 1897. 

Von Fritsch, August 4, 1880. 

Fritz Thyssen, November 9, 1873—Hitler’s 
mentor—now his menace.

Party, and consisted of seven members. 

November 8, 1923, Beer Hall Putsch. 

The Locarno Pact signed, October 17, 1925. 

Germany admitted to the League of Nations, 
September 8, 1926. 

June 28, 1930, evacuation of the Rhineland by 
the French completed. 

Adolf Hitler took the oath to the German 
Constitution on February 22, 1932, when the 
State of Brunswick gave him a position in the 
diplomatic service. Previous to this, he had 
lost his Austrian citizenship through his ser- 
vicé in the German army during the war. 

January 27, 1933, Fall of the German Re 
public. 

January 30, 1933—Hitler appointed Chancel- 
lor, time 10:00 A.M.

many invaded Poland. 


GREECE 


Greece proclaimed independence from Tur- 
key on January 27, 1882. The independence 
was recognized by the Porte on September 14, 
1829, by the Treaty of Adrianople. 

It seems that either one of these above dates 
would have more validity as the birth of the 
Kingdom of Greece than the 1935 dates, for 
the Kingdom continued uninterruptedly from 
1829 until the King was forced to abdicate 
the throne on December 17, 1923. In other 


words, the period from 1923 to 1935 was merely 
an interruption. 

October 10, 1935, Republic ends and the 
country recalls the King. 
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November 3, 1935, Greek Parliament votes 
for Monarchy and recalls King George II. 

November 25, 1935, King George sets foot in 
Greece for the first time since his abdication 
December 18, 1923. 

Venizelos, Premier, Dictator and Kingmaker, 
born August 23, 1864, died March 18, 1936. 

Alexander Zaimis, the last President of the 
Greek Republic, born October 28, 1856, died 
September 15, 1936. 

Three different dates are given for the birth 
of King George. 

The World Almanac gives July 17, 1890. 

Raphael, in his Almanac, says both 7:00 P.M., 
July 19, 1890, and 7:00 A.M., July 20, 1890, 
are given. 

The Almanac de Gotha gives July 20, 1890, 
as the birthdate of King George. 


NETHERLANDS 


Historically, Belgium and Holland are prac- 
tically one nation, although at the present time 
separate kingdoms. The matrix for the Bel- 
gium and*Dutch Kingdoms was the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands, established when Prince 
William of Orange ascended the throne under 
the title of William the First, March 16, 1815. 
His coronation took place September 27, 1815. 
It appears that the Belgians and the Dutch 
never did get along very well under one gov- 
ernment. Finally, a Belgian Revolution com- 
menced August 25, 1830, and culminated in 
an International Conferenee which met in Lon- 
don at the request of William I, on December 
20, 1830. This conference pronounced the dis- 
solution of the Kingdom of the Netherlands, 
at the same time this International Conference 
drafted what was known as the Treaty of Lon- 
don, whereby Holland and Belgium were to be 
recognized as separate Kingdoms. However, 
the 24 articles of this Treaty were not accept- 
able to both Holland and Belgium at first. Some 
years of dickering ensued but the Treaty was 
finally signed on April 19, 1839. By this sign- 
ing, Holland and Belgium both accepted the 
terms of the Treaty and the integrity and 
sovereignty of Holland and Belgium as sepa- 
rate Kingdoms was recognized by the European 
Powers. 

We, therefore, accept April 19, 1839, as the 
birthdate for both the Holland and Belgium of 
today. 

King Leopold of Belgium born November 3, 
1901. 

Queen Wilhelmina of Holland born August 
31, 1880. 

Crown Princess Julianna of Holland born 
April 30, 1909.

Incidentally, at this point we might mention 
that other astrologers have given other dates 
for Holland and Belgium. For instance, for 
Belgium has been given November 18, 183), 
3:23 P.M. and for Holland December 2, 1813, 
11:52 A.M. Those hours, at least, I would 
consider open to suspicion, but even of the 
dates we can find no historical confirmation, 
In a detailed history of these countries, which 
we have in our possession, these dates are 
not even mentioned as having marked any 
events whatever. So where they (the astrolo. 
gers) got them is quite beyond our powers of 
divination. However, we believe the above 
information will be found historically correct, 
and certainly that April 19, 1839, date acquires 
additional significance at this time in view of 
the fact that there was an eclipse last year 
(1939) on this date. 

Can it be that the recent tension now de 
veloping (January 15th) along the German- 
Dutch border is, in fact, a shadow of events 
to come under the transit of Mars over the 
point of the eclipse of April 19, 1939—a transit 
to be completed February 15th? 


INDIA 


August 2, 1858, the British Government 
passed the India Bill, whereby the Govern- 
ment of India was assumed by the Crown end- 
ing the rule of the East India Company which 
had held control in India for two and a half 
centuries, 

November 1, 1858, Royal Proclamation pub- 
lished announcing that the Queen of England 
had assumed the government of India. In the 
meantime, as a result of these actions of the 
Home Government, the Indian Mutiny had 
broken out which finally terminated in a peace 
July 8, 1859. 

January 1, 1877, Victoria was proclaimed 
Empress of India and Delhi. 

In our opinion, November 1, 1858, which 
marked the Royal Proclamation whereby the 
British Government assumed the government 
of India, could be reasonably accepted as the 
birthdate of modern India. 


MEXICO 


This country has gone through an endless 
succession of kaleidosc hanges ever since 
the Spaniards landed there March 4, 1517. How- 
ever, we believe the date, whereon by the “Plan 
of Igula,’ Mexico proclaimed an independent 
limited monarchy with equality for all races 
may be accepted as the birthdate of modern 
Mexico and this date was February 21, 1821. 
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It is true that in the meantime Mexico 
has become a Republic, but it would not seem 
that the basic integrity of the nation has been 
disturbed other than temporarily at times. 
However, in order that students may be in a 
position to use their own discretion in this 
matter, here follows a list of dates in the 
history of Mexico: 

March 4, 1517, Fernanda de Cordova landed 
at Yucatan, Mexico. 

April 23, 1519, Vera Cruz founded by Cortez. 

November 8, 1519, Montezuma, the Aztec 
Emperor, received the Spaniards in his palace 
in Mexico City. 

February 24, 1821, “Plan of Igula” was pro- 
claimed which established Mexico as an inde- 
pendent limited Monarchy with equality for all 
races. 

April 10, 1864, Maximilian formally accepted 
the throne of Mexico. 

June 12, 1867, Maximilian shot. 

November 28, 1876, General Diaz declared 
dictatorship and assumed executive power. 

April 9, 1878, United States recognized the 
Diaz Government. 


PANAMA 


November 28, 1821, independence of Spain 
declared and Panama joined the Republic of 
Colombia. 

September 26, 1831, Panama’s independence 
of Colombia proclaimed. 

December 11, 1831, Panama reunited with 
Colombia. 

October 24, 1854, independence of the Isth- 
mus declared by the Provincial Legislature. 

February 26, 1904, Panama Treaty granting 
the Canal Zone to the U. S. A. 

May 4, 1904, Panama Canal started. 

August 15, 1914, Panama Canal officially 
opened by United States. 


SOUTH AMERICA 


May 25, 1819, a Constitution of the United 
Provinces of South America promulgated and 
modelled on that of the United States. It 
may be mentioned here that this Constitution 
has been more or less quiescent ever since 
and has not functioned as a working agreement 
to any extent until very recently when it was 
more or less brought to life by the Pan-Ameri- 
can activities of the past year. 


ARGENTINA 


Discovered by the Spaniards June 29, 1708. 
Formal Declaration of Independence from 
Spain July 9, 1816. 





BRAZIL 


November 15, 1889, the Republic of Brazil 
proclaimed. 

February 24, 1891, new Constitution promul- 
gated and the name “United States of Brazil” 
adopted. 


URUGUAY 


August 27, 1828, the Treaty of Argentina and 
Brazil ended a war and recognized the inde- 
pendence of Uruguay. 


VENEZUELA 


January 13, 1830, after the death of Bolivar, 
General Paez declared the independence of 
Venezuela from Colombia. 


PERU 


July 28, 1821, Encyclopaedia Britannica gives 
us this date as the date when the independence 
of Peru was proclaimed. It may be mentioned 
that Keller’s Dictionary of Dates gives July 
22 as the date of formal proclamation of inde- 
pendence. We are inclined to favor Keller’s 
Dictionary of Dates as being more accurate. 


COLOMBIA 


August 30, 1821, the Constitution of the New 
Republic from Colombia adopted and ratified. 
Bolivar proclaimed president. 

November 17, 1831, after the death of Boli- 
var, who died December 17, 1830, a convention 
met at Bogota and announced that the Central 
Colombia Provinces constituted a state and 
adopted the name of New Granada officially. 


CHILE 


September 18, 1810, the Governor resigned 
power and several offices were abolished. This 
day is celebrated in Chile as Independence Day. 


BOLIVIA 


May 16, 1825, Bolivar proclaimed the libera- 
tion of Bolivia. 

August 6, 1825, a Congress declared inde- 
pendence of Spain and adopted the name of 
Bolivia in honor of Bolivar. 

November 6, 1826, the Constitution prepared 
by Bolivar adopted. 

The city of La Paz was founded October 
20, 1548. 
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IRELAND 


The Irish Free State with a status of a do- 
minion came officially into being January 15, 
1922, when the Irish Peace Agreement signed 
in London on December 6, 1921, was adopted 
by a meeting of elected members of Parlia- 
ment of Southern Ireland. 

Eamon de Valera born October 14, 1882, in 
New York City. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


Constituted and proclaimed a Kingdom De- 
cember 1, 1918. 

King Alexander the First, born December 
17, 1888, succeeded to the throne August 16, 
1921, assassinated October 9, 1934, died at 5 
P.M. of that date. Queen Marie, wife of 
Alexander I, born January 9, 1899. Prince Re- 
gent Paul born April 28, 1893. 

Prince Peter, son of Alexander I, born Sept. 
6, 1923. Proclaimed King Oct. 11, 1934. 


JAPAN 


For a horoscope of modern Japan we must 
logically commence with Com. Perry, who in 
the 1850’s opened the door to the Orient, which 
had been closed for centuries. 

July 8, 1853, Com. Perry first visited Japan. 

March 31, 1854, Perry’s second visit and the 
signing of the Treaty between Japan and Amer- 
ica. Japan’s first connection with western civi- 
lization. 

Mutschito, first Emperor of Japan to appear 
personally to his people, born November 3, 
1852, 

February 21, 1855, the Treaty of March 31, 
1854, was ratified at Samoda. 

June 22, 1855, the above Treaty publicly pro- 
claimed. 

February 11, 1889, 10:30 A.M., the present 
Japanese Constitution formally adopted (these 
hours are always open to question). The data 
is from “The Land of the Rising Sun” by Henry 
Spencer Palmer. 

The history of modern Japan would, there. 
fore, seem to date from the Treaty with U. S. 
which was signed March 31, 1854, but whether 
we should take that date or the date of its 
ratification, February 21, 1855, or the public 
proclamation thereof, June 22, 1855, would 
seem to be open to question. Personally, we 
favor the last of those three dates (June 22, 
1855) as, at least, dating the inception (or con- 
ception) of the nation, but February 11, 1889 
(the formal adoption of the Japanese Consti- 
tution), is worthy of ‘serious consideration as 


a birth date—the date when the completed na 
tional entity came into manifestation. The 
great earthquakes of March 9, 1927, and Sep. 
tember 1, 1923, might furnish a clue. 

Another. date that is interesting is Octobe; 
19, 1894, when the Japanese Parliament made 
an appropriation of 100,000,000 yen for the War 
in China. Then, of course, there is the Russo. 
Japanese War of 1904 and 1905. 

Emperor Hirohito born April 29, 1901, mar. 
ried January 26, 1924, to Empress Nagako, 
born March 6, 1903. 

Crown Prince of Japan born December 23, 
1933. 

Other children of this couple: 

Princess Teru born December 6, 1925. 

Princess Taka born September 30, 1929. 

Princess Yori born March 7, 1931. 

Prince Yoshi born November 28, 1935. 

Princess Suga born March 1, 1939. 

The mother of Emperor Hirohito was born 
June 25, 1884. 


CUBA 


April 18, 1898, Congress proclaimed the in- 
dependence of Cuba. 

May 20, 1902, American occupation of Cuba 
ended. 

This latter date is apparently accepted as the 
birthdate of the modern Cuba. 

New Treaty between the United States and 
Cuba was ratified by the United States Senate 
on May 31, 1936, superseding that of May 22, 
1903, and abandoning the right of the United 
States to intervene in the internal affairs of 
Cuba under the Platt Amendment. 

However, we find that on October 10, 1939, 
Cuba celebrated the anniversary of the begin- 
ning of a 10-year war for independence—what- 
ever that means. All things considered, May 
20, 1902, would seem to be the most acceptable 
date, since at that time Cuba in fact became @ 
separate independent state. Although after po- 
litical disturbances American control was re 
sumed September 29, 1906, temporarily and 
again ended January 28, 1909. 


PHILIPPINES 


January 4, 1899, a proclamation of General 
Otis announced the terms of the Treaty of 
Peace with Spain, giving control, disposition 
and the government of the Philippine Islands to 
the United States. 

January 20, 1899, the Constitution formally 
adopted by the Philippine Congress was pro- 
mulgated the following day. 

January 20, 1899, first Philippine commission 
appointed by President McKinley. 
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TURKEY 


Modern Turkish Republic established Octo- 
ber 29, 1923. 

June 23, 1939, France returned the Republic 
of Hatay to Turkish rule in return for partici- 
pation in the British-French front. (Note: this 
would seem to be quite an important date inso- 
far as the present European conflict is con- 
cerned. ) 

Our files give August 13, 1880, as the birth- 
date of Mustapha Kemal; however, this appears 
to be a speculative chart; because we do not 
believe that there is any authentic information 
available on the exact birthdate of the founder 
of modern Turkey. 


ROUMANIA 


March 26, 1881, Carol I proclaimed King. 
His coronation took place May 23, 1881. I 
would, personally, consider the Proclamation 
date as probably the most acceptable date for 
the beginning of the nation. 

Carol II born October 16, 1893. Married to 
Princess Helen of Greece March 10, 1921. 
Marriage dissolved June 21, 1928. Carol re- 
nounced the throne December 28, 1925. Abdi- 
cation confirmed by Parliament January 4, 1926. 
Return to Roumania June 7, 1930. Proclaimed 
King by act of Parliament June 8, 1930. 

Crown Prince Michael born October 25, 1921. 


RUSSIA 


The date usually accepted for U.S.S.R. is 
November 9, 1917, 3:15 A.M., G.M.T. Data 
from “History of the Russian Revolution” 
by Trotsky, Volume III, page 337 and seems 
to be fairly reliable. A detailed study of mod- 
ern Russia from 1917 fails to yield any other 
data that would appear to be more acceptable. 


Although the developments were very rapid 


during the year 1917 and November 7 has also 
been used. But the day and the time when 
the Bolsheviks actually took charge, that is to 
say, November 9, 1917, 3:15 A.M., G.M.T., 
would seem to be the proper date for a chart 
of Soviet Russia. 

Czar Nicholas abdicated March 15, 1917, the 
hour given with this date is 3:00 P.M., source 
of the hour is not known. 

Bolshevik Russia repudiated the Allies of old 
Russia and commenced Peace negotiations with 
the Central Powers Decenrber 17, 1917. 

March 3, 1918, Bolshevik Russia signed the 
Treaty of Brest-Litovsk, on terms of which 
Russia relinquished Finland, Poland, Lithuania, 
Bessarabia, part of Transylvania, ete. 

We are further informed that the formation 
of the Soviet Republic took place December 





30, 1922. This would seem to be an impor- 
tant date since it marked the first actual union 
of all the various states within the New Rus- 
sia and it is further stated that the first (new) 
constitution was promulgated July 6, 1923, on 
which date was finally established the union 
of the U.S.S.R. All of these dates are rather 
confusing, but I feel that they must all receive 
consideration before one finally decides which 
should be accepted as the correct data for the 
U.S.S.R. ' Incidentally, speaking of constitu- 
tions, the New Constitution under the Stalin 
regime was promulgated December 6, 1933. 

There is no question about the fact that in 
Russia December 21 is celebrated as Stalin's 
birthdate. Which means that they accept as 
his birthdate December 21, 1879. We have al- 
ready given this detailed consideration in past 
issues of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE. The 
consensus of opinion seems to be that this is 
undoubtedly the New Style date. However, in 
an article in the New York Times, Sunday, Oc- 
tober 8, 1939, a writer by the name of Ma- 
chognie gives his birthdate as February 1, 1881, 
8:16 A.M. The editor of Le Monde Demain 
gives December 20, 1879, 8:16 A.M. Both 
dates said to be New Style. Just what one is 
supposed to do about these confusing dates I 
cannot say, except to point out that it would 
seem to be logical to accept the date that the 
Russians themselves accept. 

U. S. recognition of Russia November 16, 
1933, at 11:50 P.M. 

Molotov born March 9, 1890, information 
from the Times Magazine index which they in 
turn obtained from the New York Times.

SCANDINAVIA 


Norway and Sweden became one Kingdom 
when Norway was ceded to Sweden by a Treaty 
of Kiel, January 14, 1814. 

June 7, 1905, Storthing (the Parliament) of 
Norway voted to depose King Oscar of Scan- 
dinavia and dissolve the common Monarchy. 


NORWAY 


June 7, 1905, Storthing of Norway passed a 
resolution authorizing the Ministry to remain 
in office, assume sovereign powers thereby de- 
posing King Oscar II, who was voted to permit 
a Prince of his house to accept election as King 
of Norway. 
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The above date therefore marked the disso- 
lution of the Union of Norway and Sweden as 
a common Monarchy. 

October 16, 1905, the Swedish Ricksdag 
passed a bill for the dissolution of the act of 
Union and recognized the independence of 
Norway. 

November 18, 1905, Prince Charles of Den- 
mark was unanimously elected King of Nor- 
way. He accepted the election the same day 
and took the title of King Haakon. 

November 25, 1905, King Haakon and Queen 
Maud made their formal entry into Christiania 
and on the same date the King took the oath 
of fidelity to the Constitution of Norway. 

June 22, 1906, coronation of King Haakon 
and Queen Maud of Norway. 

King Haakon born August 3, 1872. 

Queen Maud (daughter of King Edward VII 
of England) born November 26, 1869. 

Crown Prince Olaf born July 2, 1903. Mar- 
ried March 21, 1929, to Martha of Sweden. 


SWEDEN 


Sweden did not immediately accept the ces- 
sion of Norway from the common Monarchy, 
but on October 16, 1905, the Swedish Ricksdag 
passed a bill repelling the union between Nor- 
way and Sweden, recognizing Norway as an 
independent state. 

October 27, 1905, King Oscar, King of the 
common Monarchy, addressed a letter to the 
Norwegian Storthing announcing his renuncia- 
tion of the throne of Norway and his recogni- 
tion of Norway as a separate state. 

King Gustave of Sweden born June 16, 1858. 

Succeeded to the throne December 8, 1907. 

Married September 20, 1881, to Princess Vic- 
toria, born August 7, 1862 (she died April 4, 
1930). 

Crown Prince Gustave Adolphus born No- 
vember 11, 1881. 

From the above it would appear that the 
date upon which Norway seceded from the 
Union, June 7, 1905, might reasonably be ac- 
cepted as the key date for Norway; but this 
dissolution of the joint kingdom did not be- 
come effective in Sweden until October 16th 
of that year.

ANSWER: Your statement in the third 
paragraph of your letter, to the effect that places 
not only condition their inhabitants but are also 
conditioned by them, is, I believe, a point well 
taken. However, one must not ignore the fact 
that cosmic conditions established at the timea 
locality is first settled, as revealed in a horo- 
scope erected for that time, have a tendency to 
attract people who are best qualified to express 
forces latent within that cosmic pattern. In 
this we refer not only to the constructive forces, 
but also the destructive tendencies; which ex 
plains why some are attracted who really have 
no business to be there at all from the point 
of view of the constructive cosmic destiny. 
However, it will be found that the majority of 
the citizens native to any given locality are 
such as to most freely express the forces latent 
within its cosmic identity as revealed by its 
cosmic pattern—the horoscope thereof. 


I believe that Geographic Astrology can be 
of inestimable value in the study and solution 
of problems presented by environment, al 
though like all good things it must not be caf- 
ried to an extreme. Environment is an impor: 
tant factor—a very important factor—but by no 
means the whole story.

HELIOCENTRIC ASTROLOGY 


QUESTION: I do not understand why the 
position of the Moon and various planets 
(given by your magazine) differs from de- 
lineations made from a very old and repu- 
table volume in our library. The book is 
called “Heliocentric Astrology and Solar 
Mentality with Tables of Ephemeris to 1910” 
by Yarmo Vedra—David McKay, Publisher. 

Most important to me is the difference in 
the placing of the Moon. You have placed it 
in Sagittarius, while the ephemeris of Yarmo 
Vedra locates it in Aquarius for April 11, 
1909. 

Will you be kind enough to explain this 
difference? I have followed Frederic van 
Norstrand’s article on the influence of the 
_ Moon in your magazine.

ANSWER: The discrepancies you have noted 
between the heliocentric positions of the planets 
as given in the book you have mentioned and 
the geocentric positions as given in our ephem- 
eris need not be difficult for you to under- 
stand if you will realize that Heliocentric 
means Sun-centre. In other words, such posi- 
tions are the positions as seen from the Sun, 
whereas Geocentric means earth-centre. The 
latter positions are the positions of the planets 
relative to the earth or as seen from the earth. 
A simple diagram readily illustrates why a 
line drawn through a given planet from the 
earth to the zodiac would contact the zodiac 
from a different point, than would a line drawn 
through that planet from the Sun to the zodiac. 
Since these lines. are lines of vision it can 
be readily seen that a planet might simultane- 
ously appear to be in two distinctly different 
Positions from these different points of view. 

We are not at this time in a position to say 
which system is most desirable or most accu- 


rate. We believe that much depends upon the 
particular branch of astrology that is being 
studied. In Mundane Astrology, we believe that 
heliocentric positions may have much value, 
particularly with relation to the study of cycles, 
whereas in Natal Astrology we definitely favor 
the geocentric system. 


INTERESTING 


QUESTION: I have been interested in as- 
trology for many years and a reader of the 
American Astrology Magazine also. 

I have had in mind to write in about my first 
introduction to the subject about forty years 
ago. A friend had a book written for stu- 
dents by a Dr. Broughtan, I later “met his 
daughter. In his book he wrote up the chart 
of several prominent persons, among which 
I remember very vividily Lillian Russell’s, 
and he predicted her very happy later years 
and marriage. He also analyzed the Kaiser’s 
horoscope. To the best of my knowledge, 
this is how it read: He would not die in battle 
but in his own bed, and when he died his 
country would be plunged into debt and ruin. 

I have tried to obtain a copy of the book, 
but it seems it is not for sale. How true he 
foretold the fate which seems to be Ger- 
many’s. 

If you know where I might obtain a copy 
of Dr. Broughtan’s book would you let me 
know?

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Is it true about the 6th House of the Zodiac, 
that it is the house of drudgery, and those 
who function through this house are misfits? 

Is the Moon prominently configurated and 
at the same time beneficently aspected, or is 
it weak and evilly aspected at the time of my 
birth? 

I’m enclosing a coupon and a money order 
for the Master Horoscope. Do you think I 
will find these questions answered there or 
would you suggest that I buy a Master Fore- 
cast? 

May I ask one more question? I would like 
to study astrology so as to help my son in 
the future. What would you suzgest? 


ANSWER: In order to determine the exact 
degree and minute of your Moon’s position it 
is necessary to erect your horoscope in detail. 
For this purpose we would need to know not 
only your year, month and date of birth, but 


also the year, month and date of birth of your ’ 


mother. 

No, I would not say that it is correct to 
assume that persons who function through 
the sixth house are necessarily misfits. This is 
not true of any house,-as a matter of fact; 
each house has its particular function and each 
is necessary. Persons who function through the 
sixth house are destined, however, to live a 
life of service, though this service might be 
profitable, to almost any degree. 

Our Master Horoscope and Master Forecast 
fill two distinct needs. The first is an analysis 
of your birth planets without any attempt to 
forecast future conditions; the Master Fore- 
cast, on the other hand, gives a delineation of 
the transiting planets in relation to those birth 
planets.

RECTIFICATION 


QUESTION: You have my letter asking 
you to correct or rather tell me why I could 
not get my children’s birth hour correct? I 
know their hour as you will see but not being 
able to get it correct with the rectification 
method I wrote to ask your help. Today a 
friend of mine who has been interested in 
this method since you first offered it in one 
of your magazines in 1933, called me and sug- 
gested that I get a letter off to you at once 
and let you have my own mother’s birthday. 

Now knowing it was necessary to send my 
own mother’s birthday I failed to send this, 
so here it is. 


My mother was born June 28, 1848, 39 
North, 77 West. I was born January 1, 1891, 3 
North, 77 West. My mother died May %, 
1891, from pneumonia four months after my 
birth. The nurse who was with my mother 
when I was born said I was born very close 
to midnight, ‘that I came in with the New 
Year, but when I pinned her down she said 
it could be between midnight and 1:30 AM, 
inasmuch as the clocks may not have been 
exactly correct, but chat she knew it was no 
later than this. 

I would like you to work mine if you do 
not mind and send it with your letter. 

Here is the way I got my own but cannot 
make it work out for events in my life. 

Thank you so much and may we get this 
all straightened out because I sure think it 
is wonderful if it works.

ANSWER: Insofar as you have applied our 
method to your own chart, your calculations are 
correct, with one exception; it is possible that 
you have erred in placing your mother’s pro- 
gressed Moon on your Nadir. It is true that 
this is frequently necessary in female births, 
but upon reference to our published explana- 
tion of this system you will note that it is 
stated that there are often exceptions to this 
rule: “While it may be adopted as a general 
rule that iw a male birth the mother’s Moon is 
located in the midheaven of the child’s chart 
and in a female birth the Nadir, yet there are 
exceptions to this rule. Most of these excep- 
tions occur in female charts.” As a matter of 
fact, as a result of more extended application 
of this method, we have found that it is rather 
the exception than the rule to use the Nadir 
at all. In your case it would probably be more 
correct to place your mother’s progressed Moon 
on your M. C. This would, of course, give you 
a Pisces ascendant. Thus it may be seen that 
you have arrived at two possible ascendants for 
yourself, i.e. Virgo or Pisces. In the last analy- 
sis you must determine which is correct by 4 
study of events according to the rule of primary 
direction. 

For instance, your mother’s progressed Moon, 
22:40 Sagittarius, placed on your M. C. for 
latitude 39 N. gives an ascendant of 16:39 
Pisces. This would place your natal Moon and 
Saturn in or close to the cusp of your seventh 
house and your natal Mars rising. In consid- 
eration of the information you have given about 
your life’s experiences, these positions would 
seem to fit your case quite well. One would 
have little difficulty in correlating your hus- 
band and your married life with your seventh 
house Saturn, and your personal life, as you 
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have described it, could well have been fore- 
seen from the position of Mars on your ascen- 
dant. All things considered, I would advise you 
to give this Pisces ascendant very serious con- 
sideration. 

Some of your difficulties in the application of 
this method would seem to have arisen from 
a misunderstanding as to just what this chart 
is. It must be clearly understood that this 
method does not give a natal chart. I prefer 
to call this a “radical” chart, using the word 
“radical” in the sense of meaning “root” or 
“source.” A chart thus obtained has no relation 
with any hour of birth, known, given or as- 
sumed. It must be clearly understood that 
this is strictly a chart based on the focus 
of the mother’s consciousness at the time of 
conception and during the period of gestation. 
It is, more properly speaking, a hereditary pat- 
tern—and what is much more important—it 
works, 

In the application of this method, a dis- 
crepancy of dates will frequently arise, as, for 
instance, when the birth is known to have 
taken place late in the evening of a given date 
and the mother’s birthdate system gives an hour 
which is early A.M. In such cases we accept 
that date which places the hour of the radical 
chart closest to the known birth hour, as in 
the case above cited, wherein the birth hour 
was known to have been late in the evening 
of a given date and the hour arrived at by our 
method happens to be early A.M., this will be 
accepted as being A.M. of the following day; 
which may give rise to the curious situation 
wherein the radical birth date is either a day 
later or a day earlier than the birth date 
known or accepted. However, this will not be 
confusing if it is borne in mind that our 
method gives an hereditary or radical pattern, 
and it not designed to give a natal chart in 
the ordinary sense of the word. 


SOLAR HOROSCOPE 


QUESTION: I have never seen instructions 
for erecting a solar chart, but I have done 
my own natal chart, and for the solar I pro- 
ceeded as follows: I found che latitude of 
birth, located 25° Aquarius rising, and placed 
the signs on the house cusps accordingly. If 
that is correct, then Saturn is in my natal 
first, and Mars entered it yesterday. I must 
have—I’ve felt unduly belligerent today. 

Also, if my method is correct, Mars does 
not enter my solar second on November 20th, 
when it does unquestionably enter Pisces, but 
probably late in December, at Aries fourteen. 
That’s quite a while, and I feel the need for 
some information on how to use this Mars. 


I can’t just keep on quarreling with my fam- 
ily. Where can I put that energy to work? 
I thought it was bad in the twelfth, but it 
was nothing to this! 

Naturally, this will change entirely the 
dates for the transits of Mars, but I know 
how to use the ephemeris—I calculate horo- 
scopes all the time—so I can keep track of 
that myself. I know I shall find your in- 
terpretations invaluable. I can transit and 
progress, but I can’t read what I get, so I 
know the charts aren’t of much value. 

So will you please tell me if my method of 
erecting the solar chart is correct, and if it 
is, will you please send me the extra sheet, 
Mars transiting first? I will appreciate this 
very much, and thank you.

ANSWER: You have not used quite the cor- 
rect method in erecting your solar or equilibrium 
chart. A table of houses is not used in erecting 
a solar chart, but instead, whatever the solar 
degree of birth may be is accepted as the cusp 
of the first house, and the same degree of suc- 
cessive signs is placed upon the remainder of 
the houses. Thus, if you have 25 degrees of 
Aquarius on the cusp of your first solar house, 
your second solar house is 25 degrees Pisces, 
your third solar house 25 degrees Aries, etc. The 
reason the table of houses is not. used in these 
charts is because, strictly speaking, it is not 
a personal natal chart; it is strictly a solar 
chart, effective for anyone born anywhere on 
that particular date. 

We trust it is not necessary for us to go 
into a detailed discussion of the relative merits 
of solar and natal charts. We have already 
discussed this particular problem in detail in 
many past issues of AMERIAN ASTROLOGY MAGA- 
ZINE. We might particularly refer you to our 
December, 1937 issue, page 40. 


SATURN 
To the Editor: 


All summer my saddle horse has grazed 
on a picket rope within sight of my study 
window. As I watched the circles of bare 
ground come to view, as he grazed at the end 
of his rope, every day or two being shifted 
to a new location, it occurred to me how like 
the action of Saturn in a horoscope was «the 
function of picket pin and rope. The horse 
was held to a certain plot of ground over 
which he was obliged to graze thoroughly 
before being moved to a fresh one. His search 
for food was restricted to that one area, pre- 
venting his roaming at will and picking off 
just the tenderest, most tasty bits of forage. 
After a few hours of this, a dim circle would 
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show where he had been grazing and after a 
few more, the outline was quite definite, and 
the ground well stripped of its grass. That 
is what Saturn means: an influence which 
holds on to the job of getting all there is to 
be gained from a given situation or circum- 
stance, and which prevents one’s straying and 
simply cropping here and there at will, among 
the supposedly greener and. choicer pastures 
of life.

U. S. HOROSCOPE 
Editor, American Astrology 
Dear Sir: 

In your January issue, I notice a statement 
attributed to Mr. Benjamine that I hold the 
true chart of the United States to be “in 1781, 
when the constitution was adopted.” 

The first part of the statement is correct. 
I consider 10 A.M., October 17, 1781 to be the 
birth time of the U. S. but the Constitution 
was not adopted until 1787. The chart set 
for that event by the late Mr. John Early en- 
gages in a very interesting manner with the 
U. S. chart as I set it for 1781. 

In the same issue of your magazine appears 
a letter from Mr. Burnley pointing out an error 
regarding the date of an event I mentioned 
in an article in the Astrological Bulletina for 
April 1928, namely the loss of 7 U. S. destroy- 
ers which ran aground near Santa Barbara. 

In that article the date was given as Sep- 
tember 9, 1927. The correct date I think is 
September 9, 1923. It was reported by local 
papers as happening both late on the night 
of the 8th and early on the morning of the 
9th. 
Too long,a time has passed since the article 
first appeared to trace the origin of the error 
in regard to the year. It may have been due 
to my manuscript or a slip on the part of the 


ee 


linotypist, but I am willing to give him the 
benefit of the doubt. There was, however, 
no “wishful thinking” on my part as Mr, 
Burnley suggests, in my seeing in the tran- 
sits a testimony to the validity of the chart 
I was advocating, for the transits on the cor- 
rect date were exactly as I stated them to be, 
so the testimony of these transits is still good. 

Mr. Burnley himself is incorrect in the date 
he gives, namely September 3rd, which I take 
it he obtained from the World Almanac, 
which is in error. Mr. Burnley quotes for 
the date of this event, progressions of the 
Libra map which are very definitely an ar- 
gument against its validity instead of in its 
favor as Mr. Burnley seems to think—possi- 
bly under the influence of “wishful thinking.” 
I notice Mr. Burnley is also wrong in sup- 
posing the year of the chart I advocate to be 
1769 instead of 1781. Really, we astrologers 
must be a little more careful in regard to 
dates, 

I consider, Mr. Editor, that by calling at- 
tention to the need and particularly to the 
possibility of settling for all time the question 
of the U. S. horoscope, you will do astrology 
a great service. I notice you realize that a 
subject of this kind can produce a flood of 
argument that is not easily controlled. You 
are right, but in a matter of this kind, I think 
an editor should, like a judge in a court of 
law or of equity, admit only proper and rele- 
vant testimony, and he will sum up and an- 
alyse the evidence offered. 

Disagreement amongst astrologers on such 
a question as this suggests that those who 
profess to rectify or determine birth time are 
incompetent or that the rules given for such 
a process are unreliable. All of this provides 
an argument against the claims put forward 
for astrology.

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The West Triangle 


HE west triangle, consisting of the third, 
seventh and eleventh houses as focalized 
through the seventh, may be described as 
ruling life or impulse distributed outside the 
self, in what psychology terms the “general 
other.” This sums up in the word “rela- 
tionships” as in contrast with the separate 
or unrelated “personality” of the east tri- 
angle. 

It is all-important for the student to real- 
ize that life has no existence except in terms 
of a continual modification of itself. The 
self is only real or actual in its own expe- 
rience, and life is therefore the progressive 
reexperiencing of its reality by the self. The 
west triangle rules life in its aspect of this 
reassurance to the self. Here is the distribu- 
tion of experience by which self is reflected 
to itself through relationship to things other 
than itself. 


The Third House 


The third house rules the built-up back- 
ground of these self-in-other relationships 
of life. In the most simple form, this repre- 
sents relationships with people which are 
sufficiently established to be manifest as 
blood-relations. The house indicates broth- 
ers and sisters specifically, and all blood rela- 
tives in general. This relationship, however, 
does not include parents. Everything ruled 
by this west triangle involves functional 
equality. The parents distribute the superior 
reality involving the broader “social context” 
described by the spiritual axis and its two 
triangles of houses. 

The third house comprises the external, 
living and actualized background as this is 
given individual pertinency. This is in con- 
tradistinction to the inner, living and intel- 
lectualized background ruled by the ninth 
house, The third house is thus conveniently 
identified as ruler of the environment in 
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its aspect of immediate effect or importance. 
It includes not only associates of the blood, 
but all who in any way hold a fraternal or 
co-equal association of some sort. Thus the 
third house describes fellow-workers in an 
office, fellow-riders in a train, fellow-dele- 
gates in a convention, and so on indefinitely 
through every possibility of casual side-by- 
sideness. By extension, it covers all imme- 
diately at-hand practical conveniences of 
normal life-functioning. This involves the 
use of these, and of necessity, the movement 
of self for the purpose of using them. There- 
fore, in distinction from the ninth house, the 
third house rules “short journeys,” or this 
movement of self where no adjustment in 
major consciousness or in current life sit- 
uation is involved. It rules “lower mind,” 
or the practical comprehension of all the 
things described in the foregoing analysis. 

The essence of meaning, both here and 
in the ninth house, is the background or 
“accumulation of resources in self” which is 
definitely contributory to act. The present 
emphasis is on the outer manifestation or 
response, i.e., the success of the given indi- 
vidual in compelling, from life immediately 
around him, the ordering which is conve- 
nient for him. This is revealed in two prin- 
cipal aspects of practical life experience. One 
of these is the “instrumenting” of the gen- 
eral situation, comprising all means of com- 
munication from language to telephones, and 
so: involving manuscripts, letters, messages 
and like, together with all useful skills and 
every ordinary short-cut or mechanization 
in everyday functioning. The other aspect 
is the establishment of procedures or “hab- 
its” in the general environment, whether for 
the individual or the group. 

By necessity the third house not only com- 
prises all these things as they are estab- 
lished, but also the attempts to establish 
them. Therefore, it rules change in general, 
or all current adjustment. It must in conse- 
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quence include the manipulation of ideas, 
and hence it indicates association with ru- 
mors and every sort of notion. 

If the ninth house describes the general 
attitude toward life, as revealed in phi- 
losophy, religion or science, the third house 
in contradistinction rules the attempt to order 
all surface things, such as propaganda, adver- 
tising, salesmanship, together with immediate 
impressions and prejudices, i.e., second-hand 
ideas in general. 


The Seventh House 


The seventh house is the focus of the west 
triangle, and the center of the process 
whereby the self continually rediscovers it- 
self in the “other” with which it has equal 
relationship in joint interest or act. Thus 
it is the house of partners. Nothing can live 
for itself alone, and man does not even at- 
tempt to have any being apart from his 
fellows. He first learns as a child through 
the process of “parallel play,” or “imitation,” 
and as he matures he increasingly tends to 
bind himself to others in a convenience of 
“parallel living.” This is the whole explana- 
tion of “mob psychology” or general group 
partnership. 

More generally, the seventh house reveals 
the degree of the native’s immediate efficacy, 
or capacity for “partnership” with a given 
situation. For this reason it is the house 
of “opportunity.” The “partnerships” here 
are all relations in terms of some objective 
to be gained, or some idea to be fulfilled, 
among people who are equal in terms of 
their right to act. Seventh-house partner- 
ship, in other words, is not a relation of 
superior and inferior in any respect. 

Business partners are as important as mar- 
riage partners. All professional relations of 
consultation or service are indicated by this 
house, as in the case of a physician, lawyer 
or expert in any particular line of human 
skill. In the case of professional activity, 
however, in the chart of the professionally 
trained individual in question, clients are 
shown by the sixth house. This is not be- 
cause they are inferior, but because the 
specialist is engaged in the giving of service. 
He is only involved in a person-to-person 
relationship when a distinctly vis-a-vis issue 
arises. 

The seventh house comprises all direct 
suffering as well as benefit or opportunity 
derived from a situation. It therefore in- 
cludes not only friendly relations with a law- 
yer, but unfriendly contacts with another 


person sued or suing; or all direct conflict 
of any sort. 

The seventh house represents what the 
old books identify as the “place of removal,” 
Since it is the house of the “other,” it is the 
house of the self whenever self takes on an 
“other” relationship. In general, it is always 
the “next step” ahead, or what the first 
house is “just about to be.” In similar fash- 
ion, the third house is the just-about-to-be- 
ness of the ninth house. This is a way of 
saying that the environment, in terms of 
what it actually “is” at any moment, is an 
unfolding and sure realization of the under- 
lying attitude of life. The eleventh house, 
about to be described, is the practical imme- 
diateness or expectation of the self-expres- 
sion in the fifth. 


The Eleventh House 


The eleventh house in general rules ob- 
jectives. In common astrological terms it is 
the house of “hopes and wishes.” Of all the 
houses in the wheel, this one is perhaps the 
easiest to describe and understand. It is the 
potentiality of person-to-person relations, 
and thus it rules friends. This includes coun- 
selors and advice in general, together with 
the tendency to lean toward one or another 
type of council. Therefore it rules prefer- 
ences, favorites and favoritism of all sorts, 
whether an active expression of the self, or 
something the self must suffer. In contra- 
distinction to the fifth house, it rules not 
so much the personal self-expression as the 
point in the chart where man reaches out to. 
the apex of his capacity for making addi- 
tional relationships in experience. 


The South Triangle 


The south triangle, consisting of the sixth, 
tenth and second houses as focalized through 
the tenth, may be described as ruling that 
activity of the self by which the self acts 
in concert with other selves, and as this 
activity becomes a strictly group or social 
activity. This sums up in the word “respon- 
sibility,” which is “relationship” in terms of 
the spiritual axis. 


The Sixth House 


The sixth house, on the analogy of the 
ninth and third, represents the general back- 
ground of responsibility in the individual 
case. It comprises the broad assumption of 
his own worth on which the native moves 
among his fellows, and this most basically 
is the meaning commonly assigned the house 
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as ruler of “service” and “servants,” the 
fundamental relation of superior to inferior, 
or inferior to superior. One man is the ser- 
vant of another because the one who is 
served has a capacity for functioning in the 
more complex social place, and this enables 
him to distribute the activity of the whole 
group through the particular instance. When 
the matter is understood in this fashion, no 
opprobrium attaches to an inferior position. 
The relationship is entirely mutual, and it is 
impersonally equated. As a consequence the 
house equally indicates the position of ser- 
vant, and that of being served. 

It more definitely indicates worl: as move- 
ment towards the balance in values. When 
every effort of the native is outwardly un- 
successful, or ovviously misdirected, the sit- 
uation in its broad potentiality is indicated 
by this house. Therefore the sixth house 
rules misfit occupations. At its worst it re- 
veals the individual’s degree of self-surren- 
der of free-will to his outer environment. 
At its best it comprises the extent to which 
the free-will creatively struggles to remake 
its world of experience, to sharpen and ex- 
pand its own skills and capacities. All this 
leads to the familiar role of the house as 
the ruler of sickness. 

Sickness is a mode of social adjustment, 
or the degree of balance in the external 
application of life energies. It comprises hun- 
ger, fatigue and restlessness as well as the 
miscellaneous aches and pains of man. Sick- 
ness really or properly is the deviation by 
which “health” is knowable on the one hand 
and useful on the other. In exactly the same 
way that the sixth house indiscriminately 
indicates the service gained from others, or 
given to others, it reveals sickness as an 
agency whereby the efforts at self-expres- 
sion are constricted on the one hand, or 
enhanced on the other, through any given 
social situation. 

The constriction of effort is protective in 
nature. A man stuffing himself with food, 
continually abusing his digestive system, be- 
comes “ill” and so loses immediate interest 
in his gormandizing. Another man, ruining 
his eyes or other faculties through ambitious 
self-driving, develops “trouble” forcing him 
to check himself. Yet it will be noticed in 
common experience that when an individual 
Tises to some special outer occasion under 
circumstances Where the proper inner mo- 
bilization is achieved, he is able to drive 
himself unbelievably and successfully with- 
out suffering the slightest ill-consequence 
other than a healthy fatigue. 





The sixth house represents the general re- 
source of that group of which the individual 
is a part, ie., rules its service to him, and so 
food, together with smaller domestic animals 
and cattle. An important manifestation of the 
servant relation is the responsibility of pure 
custodianship, and in consequence all tenants 
or stewards are found in the sixth house. 


Note on Some Refinements of House Rulership 


In any chart the principal work the native 
does is normally found in the tenth house, 
and in most cases it will be the major source 
of his livelihood. Where this major work is 
performed with extreme and continuing re- 
luctance, where it is actually a misfit occu- 
pation, the rule is by the sixth. In the chart 
of the person performing an effort primarily 
for its enjoyment, the performance lies in the 
fifth house. This is the distinction commonly 
made between “avocation” and “vocation.” 
The fifth house rules all professional enter- 
tainment, because the essence of success is 
the complete individualization of the work 
performed. The seventh house rules the fine 
arts when there is a degree of particular 
partnership with the race idea, or what 
amounts to more than the artist’s own per- 
sonal inspiration. 


The Tenth House 


The tenth house is the focus of the external 
and obvious social situation, and so at base 
it indicates the “place in life” or social posi- 
tion of the native. It is very necessary to note 
that this reveals the relation between the 
given individual and his own environment, 
and that it does not indicate anything what- 
soever concerning his place as relative to the 
position of others outside his normal common 
sphere of activity. Thus a very fine chart 
possessed by a coal heaver might indicate his 
position as a foreman, the same chart among 
the upper middleclass people of a small mid- 
west city might indicate the native’s position 
as president of a bank, the same chart among 
the aristocracy in some section of the world 
where aristocracy still has a normal place, 
as in India, might indicate the Maharaja. As 
a matter of fact, an all-important canon in 
astrological judgment is that the chart of a 
native, in its revelation of his external situa- 
tion, indicates the circumstances of this rela- 
tive to his own special environment without, 
of itself, giving even the remotest clue to 
what this special environment might be in 
its literal manifestation. 

The tenth house is essentially honor, or 
man’s persisting trueness to-his own nature. 
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It rules his profession because, after all, a 
professional activity is a body of special skills 
bound together in a code of honor and a 
morale of self-realization. The house, in more 
general fashion, represents authority. This is 
the authority inherent in an individual who 
is successful in building a high degree of 
personal integrity or in developing a profes- 
sional place for himself, but it is no less the 
authority to which he must submit. It rules 
his employer, if he has one, and it rules those 
who are superior in the political community 
to which he must give allegience, such as a 
president, governor, magistrate, and so on. 
It represents the totality of any group to 
which an individual belongs and includes the 
many interexisting communities through 
which the individual may function. 

The tenth house rules not only the fact 
of “all these things, but the focus in effort 
directed toward their achievement or their 
continuous enlargement and fulfillment. Thus 
it indicates ambition, power, degree of ca- 
pacity and the like on the one hand, and 
credit, stability or administrative fortuitive- 
ness on the other. The house incidentally 
comprises the focal or immediate enjoyment 
of any preferential position in life, and thus 
may be said to enbrace aristocracy. 

Every house rules what it rules, and it 
also rules the same thing in embryo. In con- 
sequence the tenth house indicates the nas- 
cent security of self in the general social 
context as this is symbolically represented 
in the mother. The mother supplies the ini- 
tial social matrix, in its complete all-suffi- 
ciency, through the functioning of her womb. 
The child, in the custody of the mother after 
birth, is gradually brought into larger and 
greater social complexes until ultimately the 
individuality can proceed on its own ac- 
count in a relative total independence and 
individuality. 


Note on the Rulership of Parents 


There are instances where the father is 
more a “mother” than the mother herself, 
or where with the loss of a mother another 
person steps into her place and actually is 
indicated by the tenth house, so that it is 
perhaps better to speak of the tenth as 
ruling the “close-link parent.” The student, 
however, must at all times guard against the 
temptation to assimilate ideas to ideas on the 
basis of an unsound and superficial but at- 
tractive correspondence. Because the tenth 
house rules business, either as a profession, 
as a community of activity, or in the person 
of the employer, and because the father is the 


one of the two parents usually found in busi- 
ness, young students often seek to find the 
father in the tenth house. This rulership has 
crept into astrological literature and is found 
in a number of recent and popular books, 


The Second House 


The second house, like the other succedent 
houses, comprises the body of potentials 
with which the given triangle of houses is 
concerned. In this case it is forward projec- 
tion of the general social position in life, 
and this is best expressed in terms of values, 
The house rules the individual’s “possession” 
of these values in the practical form in which 
he is able to make them his own. 

Nothing is as little understood by the 
average student as the nature of money. Of 
all existents, money is the most spiritual or 
social despite the use of precious metals 
for its tokens. It is the most-generalized- 
possible medium of exchange. It can operate 
successfully as a basis of social linkage he- 
tween individuals with the most diverse 
standards of values, Thus the basic charac- 
teristic of money is the manner in which it 
distributes inequality in terms of freedom 
rather than limitation. No man is under 
compulsion, for instance, to wear a four- 
dollar hat. He may spend one dollar or ten. 
Except for quite minor differences, a_ hat 
is a hat. The second house indicates social 
potentiality in this philosophically peculiar 
but vitally important reduction of experience 
to equality. 

The second house most inclusively rules 
wealth and prosperity, or its lack. It com- 
prises loss and gain in general. It indicates 
resources among those things which express 
the general values accepted and created by 
society at large; not only money, but also 
“property” in the sense of everything which 
in one way or another gives manifestation 
to the potentiality of selfhood in its group 
activity. 

An important distinction must be made 
here from “resources” as the accumulation 
shown in the various cadent houses. These 
are, first, the general background of the in- 
dividuality, in the ninth; secondly, the suc- 
cessfully-anchored taken-for-granted rela- 
tions with others, in the third; and thirdly, 
the basic social establishment of self, in the 
sixth. All these are resources of the self 
within the world of its own creation. The 
second house, in contrast with this inner 
reserve, is tie totality of broader resources, 
or the whole potentiality of reserve inhering 
in the entire pertinent social group. 
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This wholly generalized nature of the sec- 
ond house is expressed in the word “assis- 
tance.” The older writers always identified 
the house with allies, or with whatever help 
is received from others without any particu- 
lar “strings” of obligation. Through this, 
the rulership could be seen as the pure 
potential of details rooted in the sixth, and 
focused in the tenth. Because of the light 
shed on the native’s social place in its gen- 
eral ordering of his existence, the second 
house becomes the real indicator of man’s 
liberty. 

The idea of “liberty” is not mere freedom 
from restraint, since that may be no more 
than a capacity for progress in self-involve- 
ment; exactly the reverse idea, Lack of 
discipline by any situation resolves into 
bondage to it more than into any freedom 
of self-expression or self-fulfillment in its 
context. The native’s liberty ultimately is 
summed up in the degree of social coopera- 
tio he may expect in manifesting his indi- 
vidual desires. 


The North Triangle 


The north triangle, consisting of the 
twelfth, fourth and eighth houses as focalized 
through the fourth, may be described as 
ruling. the self-consciousness manifest basi- 
cally within the self. This sums up in the 
word “soul,” which is “personality” in terms 
of the spiritual axis. 


The Fourth House 


The fourth house may be described as 
the “place of soul.” ‘This is what a self 
becomes, totally apart from its momentary 
dependence upon other things. The fourth 
house is selfhood in pure abstraction. This 
is the “end of life,’ or the point where 
spiritual, external and immortal forces enter 
into the totality of self-existence. The whole 
of life-process may be described as the 
transition from the baby’s total dependence 
on the external, as expressed in the first 
house, to the adult’s total independent self- 
fulfillment, ruled by the fourth house. 

Most basically the fourth house rules the 
home. To some extent, the home expresses 
the bondage of early life. But actually, even 
at the very beginning of things, far more 
in the home than anywhere else, the child 
is able ‘to establish a reality of his own. 
Also he is able, in the home, to compel the 
maximum of real recognition of his own in- 
dividuality, Thus the house rules “home” 
in the double sense of that which most 
intimately delimits the nascent individuality 


and yet also represents what ultimately will 
be the complete or total independence of a 
“spiritual expression” in se 

The fourth house, by contrast with the 
tenth, rules the father or “remote-link” 
parent. This parent, under normal circum- 
stances for the child, expresses the total 
groping idealism or outreaching spiritual 
realization in which the child moves towards 
its own self-enlargement. The father is not 
only an integral part of the home, but is 
also the special ambassador of that great 
and fascinating world “out beyond,” and so 
a link to it. 


The Twelfth House 


The twelfth house rules the built-up re- 
sources of the soul. These comprise the 
“subjective sustainment” of the life, and the 
best analogy here is to the ninth house. 
The ninth reveals the personality of the 
first as supported in the general attitudes 
or body of practical prejudices. In the 
twelfth, the soul is revealed through equally 
taken-for-granted attitudes of an inner or 
spiritual being. These are the “immortal 
inclinations” of an individual as he is able 
to develop and respond to them,-which he 
does by his progressive acceptance of a 
particular cosmic ordering as “necessary” in 
his own experience. Unfortunately, this 
subjective sustainment has been seen almost 
wholly in its evil aspect. Because it has 
been the fashion through so many prior 
centuries of astrology to describe all reality 
on the negative side, due to the fact that 
destructive phenomena are more easily rec- 
ognizable, the twelfth has been emphasized 
as the house of self-undoing. Because all 
things are more or less personalized by men 
generally, it has been given a rule over 
hidden enemies. Much more literally, and 
correctly, the twelfth comprises institutions 
or ordering sustainment of every sort, with 
every possible use of ordered facilities, and 
they need not be seen as limitation at all. 

From this point of view the home is the 
“instituted focus” of life, and the twelfth 
rules the institutional resources on which life 
may draw. In exactly the same way that 
the sixth house indicates sickness as at once 
protective or stimulative, so influences out 
of the twelfth may be to the advantage as 
well as disadvantage of selfhood. “Advan- 
tage” is always according to the momentary 
point of view. The house rulership is best 
summed up as including all unexpected re- 
lations involving the selfhood in its broad- 
est self-realization. . (Continued on page 71) 
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Eclipses of the Moon 


Birth of Saros Series, Key to Nature of Current Eclipses

A. eclipse of the moon occurs when the 
moon enters the earth’s shadow. At such a 
time the sun, earth and moon are practically 


in a straight line with each other. As the 


moon’s orbit is tilted slightly to the earth’s 
orbit around the sun, the moon generally 
passes above or below the earth’s shadow and 
no eclipse occurs. The two opposite points of 
intersection of these orbits are called the 
nodes, north (ascending8Q), and south (de- 
scending?S). All eclipses occur when the sun 
and moon are at or near the nodes. Lunar 
eclipses are classified as umbral and penum- 
bral. Recognition is generally given only to 
the umbral eclipses, i.e., when the moon defi- 
nitely enters the earth’s shadow, either par- 
tially or totally. However, there are occasions 
when much of the sun’s light is cut off from 
the moon as it closely approaches the shadow 
though it does not touch it. Such occasions 
are generally referred to as appulses—but are 
really penumbral eclipses of the moon. In 
other words, if one were on the moon, he 
would see the sun partially eclipsed by the 
earth. At such a time of close approach to 
the shadow one will notice an appreciable 
dimming of the light on the moon near the 
shadow. Such an occasion will occur the night 
of April 21-22, 1940, and will be visible in 
the United States. 

However, the present article deals with 
umbral eclipses, wherein the moon enters the 
shadow of the earth. When the moon is com- 
pletely immersed in the shadow the eclipse 
is total; when partially immersed the eclipse 
is partial. An eclipse of the moon is visible 
to that entire half of the earth’s surface which 
happens to be facing the moon at the time. 

The ancients discovered a remarkable se- 
quence of eclipses known as the SAROS, 
wherein eclipses repeat themselves under very 


similar conditions after eighteen years, eleven 
and one-third days (ten and one-third days 
if five leap-years have intervened, and twelve 
and one-third days if but three leap-years 
have intervened). 


Discovery Never Satisfactorily 
Explained 

How the ancients discovered the Saros has 
never been satisfactorily explained. Due to 
the one-third day, each succeeding Saros re- 
turn occurs approximately 120 degrees to the 
west of its former location. However, after 
54 years and a month (3 Saros returns) the 
moon is again at a similar longitude. The 
partial (almost total) lunar eclipse of Octo- 
ber 28, 1939, visible in the United States, is 
a triple Saros return of the eclipse of Sept. 
24, 1885. Eclipses from the Saros return stand- 
point have a “birth” and “death.” Lunar 
eclipses in a Saros series, after a penumbral 
run, start as a small partial, which gradually 
increases at each return until it becomes total. 
After a number of total appearances it be- 
comes partial again and finally the last par- 
tial in the series takes place and the series 
“dies.” The total life run of a lunar Saros 
series (partials and totals) may be as short 
as 685 years (38 appearances), or as long as 
1046 years (58 appearances). 


Tables of Eclipse Dates 

From an astrological standpoint it might be 
of interest to consider the birth date of the 
series to which each eclipse belongs. For in- 
stance, the lunar eclipses of September 14, 
1932 and September 26, 1950 (series number 
29 in Tables I and II) belong to a series which 
started July 11, 1824 (see Table II, under 
column “Begin Partial”), with the moon im 
Capricornus, 19 degrees. These eclipses would 
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be essentially Capricornian and Saturnine in 
nature, and wherever a current eclipse of 
this series occurs, its basic nature should be 
kept in mind together with the current cir- 
cumstances. 

Much of the data in Tables I and II is 
based upon the American Ephemeris and 
Nautical Almanac, and upon eclipse elements 
in tables of Schroeter and Oppolzer. Table I 
includes all the lunar eclipses (309) for the 
period of 1800-2000 A. D. inclusive. Column I 
gives a series number starting with the first 
eclipse in the year 1800 and numbered con- 
secutively to 1818 (one Saros), when the 
eclipses (same numbers) repeat themselves. 
This period, 1800-1818, includes 28 lunar 
eclipses. When a new series starts, as in 1824, 
July 11th, it is numbered 29, etc. When a 
certain number does not repeat, it means that 
the series is ended. 

The second column gives the date. The deci- 
mal fractions after the dates (as Apr.*9.7) 
refer to the time of the day counted from 
Greenwich mean midnight to the nearest tenth 
of the 24-hour day on which the center of 
the eclipse occurs. Therefore Apr. 9.7 means 
between approximately 15h. 35m. and 18h. 
0m. of April 9th, counting from Greenwich 
mean midnight. Some dates are starred; for 
instance, *1814, Dec. 26.9 means that the time 
of day is really closer to the succeeding tenth, 
ie., Dec. 27.0 

The third column gives the Phase—T-total, 
P-partial—of the eclipse. 

The fourth column gives the Node where 
the moon is eclipsed—N-North (ascending), 
S-South (descending). 

The fifth column gives the nearest astro- 
logical degree of the zodiac at the time of the 
eclipse. 

The sixth column, “Moon in Zenith,” gives 
the zenith longitude and latitude of the moon 
at mid-eclipse. By placing a terrestrial globe 
in view so that the longitude and latitude 
named are directly in the center of view, all 
the side of the earth visible will witness the 
lunar eclipse, also up ta about 30 degrees 
beyond each side, since the eclipse may last 


almost four hours, during which the earth 
turns 60 degrees. 


The last column gives the “Metonic Re- 
turns.” These are 19 year intervals after which 
an eclipse will often occur in practically the 
same degree of the zodiac and‘on the same 
date. With lunar eclipses, 34% have no 
Metonic returns; 66% repeat at least once; 
33% repeat at least twice and rarely one will 
repeat 3 times. The Metonic return (19 year) 
must not be confused with the Saros return 
(18 years, 11 and one-third days). A Metonic 
return is simply an eclipse on the same date 
and zodiacal degree. It may be of a different 
phase and nature to the preceding one and 
belong to a different Saros series. In the table 
the phases are indicated—P-partial, T-total. 


Lunar Eclipse Tables 


Table II gives all the current lunar eclipses 
from 1935 to 1952 inclusive. Each one belongs 
to a different Saros series running at the 
present time, and from this table one can 
find the “birth” of each series under the title 
“Begin Partial,” also the date when it makes 
its first appearance as a total, when it makes 
its last total appearance and when it finally 
“dies” under “End Partial.” Where no date 
is given under “End Total” or “End Partial” 
it mteans that such occasions occur after the 
year 2163 A.D., since no data beyond this 
date are at hand. It will be readily seen that 
some of the current eclipses are “young,” some 
are “in their prime” and some are at “old 
age.” The series numbers in Table II cor- 
respond to the series numbers in Table I, so 
that the “birth date” of any eclipse in Table I 
up to 1935 can be found in Table II by its 
corresponding serial number. Five of the orig- 
inal serial numbers (from 1800 to 1818) do 
not appear in Table II. They are series num- 
bered 1, 2, 8, 12 and 18, and the “birth dates” 
of these are not given, for they have finished 
their run before 1935 and are not in the cur- 
rent list from 1935 to 1952 inclusive. 

Dates in Table II before 1582 A.D. are in the 
Julian calendar, and thereafter in the Gre- 
gorian calendar.

Acre seeing the chart of Paracelse, 
erected by Sanchez, which appeared in the 
beautiful book that Dr. Allendy has just ded- 
icated to “Cursed Doctor,” we decided to try 
to rectify the chart, according to the hour 
of birth, until now unknown. This research, 
however, was greatly facilitated, for not a 
thought, not a nuance of the psychology of 
Paracelse has been left in the shade by the 
exacting analysis of Dr. Allendy. 


If we are right in, placing the Ascendant 
in 27° Leo, the birth must have occurred at 
exactly midnight (15 hours, 5 minutes Si- 
dereal Time). 

You will notice that we have not used 
Uranus, Neptune nor Pluto, according to a 
tule which we have adopted and which we 
find works very well. We do not base our 
action:in the present case as much on the 
logic which would have us use in the chart 
the exact state of the sky as it appeared at 
@ specific time, but more on the considera- 
tion of the fact, tried many times without 
arriving at any explanation, that the real 
influence of a planet dates from “its actual

appearance to us,” i.e. its discovery. This 
fact is confirmed and corroborated by the 
discovery of Uranus and Neptune, for the 
one (1781) ushered in the era revolution and 
the general mental insurrection of 89-93; the 
other was the precursor of the romanticism 
and the political effervescense of 48. As for 
Pluto, is he not synchronous with the general 
incoherence of the last eight years and a 
prophet of the grave events now in prepara- 
tion? But that, as Kipling says, is another 
ae 

More than anything else, the very beautiful 
painting by Scorel, which hangs in the 
Louvre, indicates the type of Jupiter, Water 
and Saturn. Therefore the alternative is to 
place the Ascendant (which designates the 
temperament and the appearance of the na- 
tive) in conjunction with Saturn in the-early 
degrees of Pisces, while with the last degrees 
of Leo rising, Jupiter occupies the 1st House 
in Virgo. 

The numerous reasons which argue in favor 
of the second hypothesis, are as fcllows: 

1. The Ascendant in the last degrees of 
Leo and containing Virgo, places all the 
planets, without exception, under the hori- 
zon. Saturn is found in conjunction with the 
Occident on the cusp of the 7th House. Now 
we know that the coefficient of planets, 
above or below the horizon, indicates the 
representative value of the native in society; 
a great number, or all the planets above the 
horizon inclines to a brilliant destiny, an 
individual who will make himself known by 
occupying an “official and honored” position 
in life. On the contrary, if the majority or 
all the planets are placed below the horizon, 
the opposite is indicated; a destiny obscure, 
retired, solitary, a secret existence, an in- 
dividual who would not, and could not put 
himself in the fore. 

In the present case, we know from the 
moving recital which Dr. Allendy gives us 
of the tribulations, the vagabond and tor- 
mented life of Theophraste, his continual and 
often mysterious displacements in his search 
of a haven, the unofficial character of his 
activity, his incessant troubles (the munic- 
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ipality of Innesbruck even refused him per- 
mission to exercise his art), and finally, his 
affiliation with the Rosicrucian Order, which 
synthesizes perfectly the character of his 
life, at once secret and occult. 

2. The Ascendant of 27° Leo places Saturn 
in exact conjunction with the cusp of the 
7th House, and this is important. First, we 
know that when a planet is so placed, on 
the cusp or within 2° or 3° of the cusp of 
the 7th House, its influence is diverted into 
the Ascendant, and sometimes is even con- 
sidered as if it were “in” the Ascendant. 
This explains his character which is both 
Saturnine and Jupiterian, functioning with 
only 3° Leo and 18° Virgo. On the other 
hand, and this should be noted carefully, 
the 7th House designates everything which 
concerns marriage, the possible or impossible 
union, contracts, associations and proceed- 
ings; in a general way, the contact the native 
makes with society. Saturn placed in exact 
conjunction with the cusp of the 7th House, 
and closely squared by the Sun (27° Aquarius 
and 27° Scorpio) exacts an evil influence on 
the life of the native from these different 
points, which as we know, conformed with 
reality: he had no conjugal difficulties, but 
a complete detachment from women who 
played no part in his life, neither in his youth 
nor in maturity. With a great deal of per- 
spicacity, Dr. Allendy shows the beginning 
of his mysoginy or frigidity in the complexity 
of his birth. He had difficulties in contracts 
and associations, also continual disputes and 
legal proceedings. at Bale, Colmar and Zurich, 
as much with the authorities, friends and 
pupils who deceived him (Operimus) as with 
editors. A malefic Saturn, so placed, in op- 
position with the Ascendant and square the 
Sun seems to justify the attitude of defense 
which with Paracelse appears symbolic and 
which Dr. Allendy has noted in all his por- 
traits—the hand on the sheath of the sword, 
and the expression on his face which one 
sees in the portrait by Hirschvogel. 

3. If we now consider the 4th House, which 
contains three planets, among them the Sun 
and Moon, and which is in fact the ruling 
house, we find new and important corrobora- 
tions. 

The 4th House designates the type of home, 
the hidden life and the secret affairs, every- 
thing that concerns the Father, the patrimony 
and the fortune at the end of life. It is the 
sphere of instinctive gravitations—the end of 
things. : 

In the chart of Paracelse, the 4th House 
is hopelessly afflicted, not receiving the 
benefic aspect, while the Sun is doubly 


squared by Saturn and the Ascendant, and 
the Moon-Venus conjunction is squared by 
Jupiter. It is a perfect illustration of Dr _ 
Allendy’s picture of the role his home played 
in his youth, maturity and at the death of 
Theophraste. Deprived in infancy of maternal 
care (Moon conjunct Venus square Jupiter), 
living in a home devoid of joy and love, 
being the recipient.of a deep malice on the 
part of his “father” (Sun square Saturn and 
Ascendant), thrown on his own resources and 
completely incompatible with his father, he 
knew only bitterness and left at the age of 
17 with no hope’ of ever returning. 

The 4th House designates the instinctive 
gravitations, hidden life and secret affairs, 
It is interesting to find there the complexity 
of sexual inhibitions caused by the depriva- 
tion of maternal care in childhood, to which 
Dr. Allendy rightly attributes so much im- 
portance and which is corroborated, as we 
have seen just before by the position of 
Saturn on the cusp of the 7th House. 

As to the patrimony and the fortune at 
the end of life, we know the poverty and 
vagabond life which Theophraste always 
lived. According to the indications which Dr. 
Allendy gives, the death of his father, at 
Villach in 1537 “ou il etait attendu depuis 4 
ans ... pour les formalites de succession.” 
He was, says Dr. Allendy, “devenu etranger 
a l’esprit de famille at au culte du nom.” 

As to’the “end of things,” let us take note 
of his mysterious and premature death at 
Salzbourg in 1541. “He died alone, in a for- 
eign country, nude and uncovered,” say the 
ancient astrologers. 

Before leaving the 4th House, we can still 
notice that it designates the social poten- 
tialities, and we know all the difficulties that 
Theophraste ceaselessly encountered, quar- 
rels, suspicion and bad faith, before he found 
his place in the Sun. 

4. The last two Houses and the last two 
planets which remain to be observed, Mer- 
cury in the 3rd and Mars in the 5th, are the 
only ones which have no malefic aspects. 

Mercury in the 3rd House denotes the 
mind of the native and Mars in the 5th 
shows his inspiration. They are both brilliant 
and have left the path which we know and 
which has not ceased growing to this day. 
Mercury so placed puts an accent on the 
prodigious erudition of Theophraste, who 
read everything, saw everything and con- 
sulted everything in the field of folklore and 
science of his times, from the prattling of 
gossips and gypsies to the rarest Greek texts 
and the Kabbala.

The Influence of the Planet Saturn in the Twelve Signs of the Zodiac

S. FAR I have mostly dealt with the planet 
Saturn when adversely configurated at birth. 
There is, however, a far lighter side to the 
picture, a side very much worth considering 
and even of dwelling upon at some length. 


Saturn’s Constructive Aspects 


To the laborer in the vineyards of the in- 
telligence, the crop increases directly in 
proportion to his age. At sixty such a per- 
son has attained the season of his greatest 
usefulness to himself and others, when, with 
the proper physical care, the power and 
clarity of his mind should not only increase 
but should normally continue on to the very 
end. For if he will, man may attain to the 
secret of life and of death, too, instead of 
becoming the victim of both. And instead 
of illustrating the vices and ,infirmities of 
age, he can fit himself to show forth its dig- 
nity, its strength and its virtues. Indeed, 
the dignified sons and daughters of an au- 
stere Saturn are those simple, laborious, 
meditative, calm souls to whom the years 
have brought the power of philosophic re- 
flection, resignation and that peace which 
surpasseth all understanding. To such as 
these the purpose of life has crystallized, 
joy has come to balance sorrow; desiring the 
infinite, the finite has lost its power to per- 
turb them. Life, instead of defeating them, 
has brought increasing wisdom with its years. 
Kindness and understanding crown them, 
their authority is a tolerant and sympathetic 
mind. Like the oak, they have matured with 
age. Though in the world, they are not of 
ittravellers whose steps are bent toward 
a far bourne. 

Such.are the fruits of a dignified Saturn. 


Chief Arbiter of Fate 


As Saturn governs all the actions of hu- 
Manity, he is therefore the “chief arbiter of 
our fate and destiny, Rarely, however, has 
he much influence over the early portion of 

since, according to his position and 
Strength in the Nativity, he governs, con- 
trols and is more significant in the develop- 
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ment of the latter half of it. Normally speak- 
ing, he becomes perhaps the prime factor in 
the life from the age of 45 onwards; after 
the age of 65 his direction becomes supreme. 
Hence what may very possibly be considered 
as a bad start in life does not by any manner 
of means necessarily insure a bad ending. 
Indeed, more often than not the contrary is 
apt to be the case in a very great number 
of instances. Saturn chastens, and in pro- 
portion as he blights the opening years of 
life and renders things difficult of attainment, 
so does he often mellow the character, instill 
patience, thrift and laboriousness, for he is 
the pruning knife that trims the vine, lops 
off the dead branches and conserves the 
flow of the sap. In no sense is his influence 
necessarily evil or even essentially adverse, 
though his restraining and materializing vi- 
bration more often than not projects his 
subjects into more directly evil situations 
than possibly any other planetary influence, 
as much because of the crystallization of 
body and mind he engenders as because of 
the obstacles he places in the path of attain- 
ment. 

After many lives subject to Mars’ ener- 
gizing and forceful influence, the Ego begins 
at last to respond a little to the Saturnian 
vibration in the matter of developing the so- 
called Lower Mind, part of the Manasic 
Principle. Hitherto Saturn’s influence had 
been mostly confined to chastening it with 
touches of the karmic deities’ ferrule. It is 
the Saturnian ray that, in the early stages 
of the Ego’s development, produces the great- 
est self-centeredness, with all that this im- 
plies in the way of undesirable qualities: 
selfishness, avarice, mearfness; precisely as at 
a higher stage of evolution it resolves itself 
into sympathy, purity and innate instinct 
for disinterested service toward humanity. 
But before the Ego will be able to assist other 
Egonic entities upon their spiritual ascent of 
the Mountain of the Gods, it must first of all 
learn to help itself. The impulse to learn this 
is derived from a combination of the Martian 
and Saturnian planetary rays, the first evi- 
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dences of which are usually anything but 
heartening and commendatory. 


A Dual Nature 


In common with other members of the 
planetary hierarchy, Saturn has a dual na- 
ture. When configurated with beneficent 
aspects and essentially dignified, he is pro- 
ductive of stability and firmness, of the power 
to achieve through industry and application, 
through perseverance, organization, orderly 
planning, forethought and purposeful medi- 
tation. His highest attributes are patience, 
chastity and long suffering. His highest 
mental attribute is perfection, nothing less, Re- 
sponsibility, caution, solicitude, accuracy, pre- 
cision, definiteness, prudence, culture, refine- 
ment, profundity, impersonality of attitude 
and desires, promptitude, carefulness, dis- 
crimination, tact, vigilance, justice and di- 
plomacy are all among his most prominent 
virtues when powerful for good in the horo- 
scope. 

His vices are legion, among the most rep- 
resentative being avarice, cupidity, fraud, de- 
ception, dishonor, despicableness in general 
and in particular, narrowness of viewpoint, 
doubt and despair. His primary vices are 
three: selfishness, hypocrisy and procastina- 
tion. The influence of the Saturnian vibra- 
tion is at work in all cases of degradation, 
degeneracy, humiliation, servility and shame. 
Likewise in reverence, endurance, true hu- 
mility, surrender and sacrifice. 

He is the supreme ruler over all religious 
forms and ceremonies, Ceremonial Magic, and 
indeed all religious worship of whatsoever 
nature it partakes of. Its ministers and ser- 
vitors, too, come under his aegis, regardless 
of creed or denomination. It will invariably 
be found that the true religious man, using 
“man” in the generic sense, is the possessor 
of a strongly configurated Saturn and that 
Saturn’s vibration is become an active force 
in his life and affairs; and this whether the 
person be orthodox or a so-called heretic, 
whether Christian or Jew, Mohammedan or 
Buddhist, Mormon or Satanist, it makes not a 
particle of difference. Yet, upon the other 
hand, the same may be said of the hypocrite 
or the atheist, so difficult is it to define the 
wide range of Saturn’s dominion, just as it 
is to interpret the precise nature of his wholly 
peculiar and distinctive influence. All of 
this is very considerably regulated by his po- 
sition by Sign, degree, House, and those as- 
pects which he both gives and receives. 

The multifarious characteristics of Saturn’s 
ray show forth in a great variety of ways. 
The perfection of his many-sided tempera-

ment is to be seen as much in the priest, the — 
politician and the diplomat, as in either the _ 
philosopher, the student or the philanthropist, — 


In this respect Saturn’s ray bears a simi 


to that of Uranus, while it also has an affinity 


to that of Jupiter in its love of form, cere. 
mony and conventionality. It is as partial 
to those ceremonies connected with the prac. 
tice of ritualistic Magic as it is to the ritual 
ism of Eastern or Western Catholicism 
though the Saturnian is considerably less of 
a ritualist than is the Jupiterean; which drey 
the remark from Marius the Epicurean, that 
“Roman religion had, indeed, been always 
something to be done, rather than something 
to be thought, or believed in, or loved; some- 
thing to be done in a detailed manner, ata 
particular time and place, correctness in 
which had long been a matter of laborious 
learning with a whole school of ritualists” 
Of such, indeed, consists the ideal religion of 
the Saturnian. 

At this stage of our evolution, Saturn is 
undoubtedly still the most important planet- 
ary body in our Birth Figures, since he 
marks the critical stage between one link in 
our evolution and another, between the ma- 
terial and the intellectual, between the true 
and the false, the subjective and the objec- 
tive, between good and evil, light and dark. 
He represents the crystallized thought-forms, 
those “leaden pellets of past Karma” that 
track us down through the eons only to com- 
pel us to liquidate them by right action 
Nothing so unequivocally points toward the 
seemingly endless chain of our incarnations 
through the thousands of years, as also noth- 
ing so clearly proves the fact that each one 
of us is his own lawgiver, as this Saturnian 
vibration at work in the Nativity of each 
one of us, forcing us to strive against the 
limitations and break the bondages which 
our insatiable desire-nature imposed upon Us 
in other lives, the seed of long ago whith 
Saturn the Reaper, or the physical body of 
our environment, reaps to bind and stack in 
the granary of this our present incarnation. 


Saturn is very much the planet of limita 
tion and of hindrance, the separative and it- 
dividualizing planet by whose aid the 
can, and eventually does, become born agail. 
This necessitates the formation of an entirely 
new vehicle of consciousness upon the Mani- 
sic plane, then later on the Buddhic, or, & 
the Apostle Paul expressed it, the birth of the 
Christ-principle in the heart. As in certail 


processes of chemistry, some of the i 

ents have to be heated and later permitted 
to cool, so the Ego, or soul, if you will, must 
suffer the alternate action of Mars and Satum 
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before it arrives at the proper stage of de- 
yelopment, ready for the hand of the “Master 
of the Show” to mold and shape it to with- 
stand the more arduous blows of fate and of 
destiny. This action continues throughout 
an entire cycle of incarnations, or it might 
even be for several successive cycles, until 
at last Saturn builds a wall around the soul 
to isolate it before the birth of the new prin- 
ciple spoken of above. This results in much 
pain through the sense of isolation, of that 
utter aloneness which it engenders. During 
much of this time the soul is unable to con- 
tact others as normally as had been its wont 
in previous incarnations, is subject to many 
periodic fits of depression due to the shell it 
has grown around itself, a shell that only the 
soul itself can remove through responding to 
the solar and Jupiterian rays in the Na- 
‘tivity. In a word, through setting out to 
cultivate cheerfulness, tenderness and sym- 
pathy, in short, through helping others up the 
steep ascent. 

The shortest path toward the perfection of 
eventual attainment is that of love, under- 
standing and sympathy for others: the path 
of the true mystic. The longest path leading 
toward this same attainment is that trod by 
the occultist: the path of mental comprehen- 
sion, Who treads the one is also obligated 
to tread the other, for the state of perfection 
—without having reached which there is no 
entering upon Nirvana, the abode of the gods 
—requires nothing less than a well-rounded 
development of the Egonic principle in man. 
But, in one way of considering it, there is 
comfort to be found in the knowledge that 
there is never any hurry, at least not in the 
modern sense of the word, that eons will 
come and eons go, each bringing its cycle of 
incarnations in turn, each with its debts to 
be paid in good substantial Saturnian coin, 
to be accompanied by its own peculiar re- 
wards and punishments, its sorrows and its 
joys. The mills of the planetary hierarchies 
do indeed grind slowly, that of Saturn’s in 
particular. 


Fate of a Laggard Spirit 


However, there is such a thing as being too 
slow, as Max Heindel in his Cosmo-Concep- 
tion very aptly points out. For to become a

incarnating again, though upon a consider- 


ably lower level of development, and so enter 
upon the slow and painful round of evolu- 
tionary development all over again, whereas 
they could have been ever so much farther 
advanced. Of such, it has been postulated, 
are those astral entities at present inhabiting 
the waterless deserts of the lunar world, with 
its well nigh unimaginable extremes of heat 
and cold. 

Says Max Heindel, himself an Initiate in 
the truest sense of the term: “Man owes his 
highest and lowest vehicles—the divine spirit 
and the dense body—to his evolution during 
the Saturn Period of creation. Twelve great 
Creative Hierarchies were actively engaged 
in the labor of human evolution at the com- 
mencement of the Saturn Period. One of 
these Creative Hierarchies was that of Sagit- 
tarius, the Lords of Mind, the humanity of the 
Saturn Period. The Lords of Mind became 
expert at building bodies of the mind-stuff, 
just as we are experts at building bodies of 
chemical matter, and for a similar reason: the 
Region of Concrete Thought was the densest 
condition of matter reached during the Saturn 
Period, just as the Chemical Region is the 
densest state to be contacted by our human- 
ity. The Lords of Mind are called the ‘Powers 
of Darkness’ by Paul, because they came 
from the dark Saturn Period and are con- 
sidered evil on account of their separative 
tendency appertaining to this plane of Reason 


_as contrasted with the unifying forces of the 


World of Life Spirit, the realm of Love.” 


In the body, Saturn governs the bones, the 
teeth, the knees, the spleen, the right ear, the 
gall bladder, the pneumogastric (vagus) 
nerve, the secretive system, the skin, joints, 
ligaments and the sigmoid flexure. His ac- 
tion is cold and dry, contracting, centripetal, 
crystallizing and obstructive. Some of his 
diseases are rheumatism, gout, paralysis, 
deafness, dry consumption, gangrene, atrophy, 
spinal ailments, ankylosed joints, faulty cir- 
culation, hardening of the arteries, diseases 
of the skin, uric deposits, stone and gravel. 
He governs accumulations in the body, ossi- 
fication and congestion, the functions of the 
tendons and cartilages and the articulation 
of the bones. Saturn’s vibration is contract- 
ing by nature, while that of Mars is loosen- 
ing; thus the one offsets the other, particu- 
larly in certain diseases. Due to Saturn’s 
action at certain times, fear is apt to promote 
a subnormal condition detracting from the 
native’s recuperative power; the emotions are 
very likely to be inhibited and in some cases 
the miserly habits induced by an afflicted 
Saturn are more than apt to cause the native 
to even become unwilling to supply himself 
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with the necessities of life. All chronic ail- 
ments of whatsoever kind may with justice 
be attributed to the action of an afflicted 
Saturn. 

Saturn is considered exalted in Libra, the 
asterism signifying the Scales of Divine Jus- 
tice, and has his fall in Aries, the Sign of the 
Heavenly Ram and signifying impulse and 
non-reflection. Thus your typical Saturnian 
is quite apt to be too severe on others, that 
is, until his ordered sense of justice, his 
harshness and “pound of flesh” attitude is 
tempered by the compassion, the mercy and 
the long-suffering that Jupiter gives. How- 
ever, the sympathy of the evolved Saturnian 
will always take a practical form, will never 
run to words, much less toward emotional 
display, but will begin at once to spade up 
the ground preparatory to erecting a solid 
and enduring edifice capable of withstanding 
the winds of adversity. Like the Uranian, 
the evolved Saturnian is an expert at sur- 
mounting obstacles, overcoming difficulties. 
Like the burro, he is patient and sure-footed, 
though it will be rather more due to his prac- 
ical intelligence than to any native strength 
of will that he will be apt to accomplish his 
objective. He will have the ability to under- 
stand others and to perceive their viewpoint. 
From the first moment of individualization— 
a variable age and one depending in great 
measure on the evolutional status attained 
by the individual in question—Saturn gov- 
erns the entire life until such time as the 
consciousness becomes still further evolved 
and comes at last to realize its immortality. 
The perfection of Saturn’s vibration in the 
Nativity leads to devotion via purity of af- 
fection, and so contrives to carry the individ- 
ual through that torrent of emotion in which, 
owing to the rapids to be traversed, the dan- 
ger is great that so many will be submerged 
to their ultimate destruction who have not 
yet learned that the superiority of Saturn’s 
strength is to be found in purity of mind and 
body, perhaps the toughest problem human- 
ity has to face in this round of. evolution. 
Once the virtue of chastity has been acquired 
—always the result of the dearest bought of 
victories—Saturn’s reaction upon such as 
have managed to conquer, including the leth- 
argy that all too frequently overtakes one as 
the result of such a conquest, is to be experi- 
enced in the calm coordination, the produc- 
tivity and ultimate effectiveness of all their 
actions. Although he increases the weight 
of the load to be carried, yet in the very in- 
crease of the burden it may be said to be 
scarcely felt, so surely will the fulfillment of 
each separate task become the guerdon of its

‘own reward. One of his most remarkable 


attributes, in fact, is to be found in that very 
effort he arouses in those who learn to ug 
his stubborn vibration in the accomplishment 
of their several goals. In short, he acts ag 
the only effective antidote to be administered 
to counteract the distillation of his own poi. 
son—dark Saturn, tracer of boundaries, the 
blessing that at the same time is a curse!

The Probable Effects of Increasing Regimentation of Life, and Collective 
Security, upon the Individual Initiative of the 
American people

. most popular theme song in the reper- 
tory of our political sing-songers is the 
doctrine that the American people hate gov- 
ernment. Newspaper columnists, editorial writ- 
ers, news commentators, and political speech 
makers vie with each other in the subtleties 
of introducing this theme in whatever guise 
that will best serve their particular causes. 
Without decrying the axiom that the best gov- 
erned is the least governed, and without deny- 
ing that the first hundred years of the nation’s 
organic history demanded recognition of this 
axiom, through conceding virtually unlimited 
freedom of action to its people, our growing 
pains demand a new definition of “the best 
governed.” For a number of reasons spring- 
ing from changing phases of growth I believe 
the theme is worn out and is now as lifeless 
and barren of inspiration as that ill-fated 
shibboleth of twenty-odd years ago about 
making the world safe for Democracy. So 
far from the theme having any basis in fact, 
I think it can be demonstrated that the people 
crave more and better government from the 
bottom of their hearts. 

Frightening fabrications about the cruelties 
borne by the people of the totalitarian coun- 
tries are told over and over again as horrible 
examples of what we may become if we do not 
protect our liberty. Undoubtedly there is fact 
supporting the stories of the ruthlessness of 
the dictators, but the other half of the story 
is concealed. The anarchy of their victims 
against the common good is never mentioned. 
The logic of it is that it is unimaginable that 
the most ruthless dictator could long succeed 
in destroying’ good citizens of his government. 
In the natural evolution of events he would 
soon be removed through the self destructive 
nature of such a destructive policy. And on 
the other hand, desperate situations demand 
desperate remedies, hence extreme measures 
are justified against “enemies of the common 
good of rebuilding a nation from choas up— 
the ultimate and Herculean function of the 
dictator,

If the premise is correct, it is ground enough 
to support the formula that the zealots fighting 
the bogey of government endangering our 
personal liberties and civil rights may be 
classified as the anti-social, the criminal, and 
the unthinking. Insofar as people have de- 
veloped the capacity to think, they may think 
as they please. But no one is entirely free 
to speak and do as he pleases in any organized 
society—not even in our country where Per- 
sonal Liberty is cherished as the basic ideal 
of all government. 

No right-thinking person wants to speak 
and do entirely as he pleases, not necessarily 
because it may be against public policy, but 
it is against his own self-interest to do it. The 
legitimate ends of his life would be defeated 
if he blurted out everything he thought and 
acted like an animal on the level of undisci- 
plined emotions. Realizing that there is no 
real freedom except within the law, construc- 
tive citizenship attributes no value to freedom 
for destructive speech and action. It follows 
naturally that only the lawless want such un- 
limited freedom. This lawless fringe of society 
therefore constitutes its real menace in that 
its efforts are directed constantly to discredit- 
ing and breaking down the most cherished 
ideal of good citizenship, i.e., freedom-giving 
government. 

This is the kind of government for which 
there is a popular rising demand: The people 
want freedom for self-elevation and self-gov- 
ernment of their intimate lives under the driv- 
ing impulses reaching down to them from the 
over-lordship of these two higher laws of life 
discussed in the last month’s installment of 
this series. More and more are they awaken- 
ing to the fact that our freedom is now con- 
ditioned by the irresponsible and lawless ele- 
ments of society, whereby the ceiling of our 
culture is fixed. 

Just last night I heard this ominous an- 
nouncement over the radio from the Collision- 
Prevention Division of the Los Angeles Police 
Department. “In January 1940, sixteen hun- 
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dred of you citizens of Los Angeles will be 
injured in traffic collisions. Sixty of you will 
be killed. And the cost to you will be a million 
and a half dollars.” Is not my liberty and 
freedom of action as well as yours limited and 
conditioned by that announcement? May not 
you and I be one of those injured or killed 
in similar local conditions throughout the 
United States? What sort of freedom have we 
under a social ceiling of that sort that we 
wouldn’t trade for security and safety of life 
and limb? Speaking for myself, I never hear 
or read of a crime without feeling an uncon- 
scious prayer in my heart for more and better 
government. So far from having any freedom 
worthy of the name, as members of any or- 
ganized Society we are slaves to a normal of 
government established by the anti-social and 
criminal-minded elements of our people, in 
which are included naturally the predatory 
spirits of our economic system who never re- 
lax in efforts that impair and undermine the 
values upon which our economic security 
rests. Awareness of this and through the fear 
begotten of it, safe deposit boxes and savings 
accounts are bulging with money, frightened 
money, which ordinarily would be produc- 
tively spent in the causes of self-elevation and 
the freedom in self-government arising from 
it. 

Another “Old Man of the Sea” riding on the 
shoulders of our modern freedom is the stag- 
gering direct and indirect cost of supporting 
the very factions that endanger our freedom. 
The graft factor in the cost of government, 
crime within and without the law, including 
anti-social costs such as those of auto collision 
referred to, the support of the unemployed or 
unemployable, and sardonically enough, the 
support of the rich. Yes, the rich have to be 
supported by the common people since the 
system which formerly supported them has 
broken down, i.e., the exploitation of natural 
resources. This is in reference to the mention 
last month of dollars that have become old- 
age pensioners and must be supported by the 
national income. 

Indeed it is a shocking thought that we not 
only have millions and millions of idle people 
to support, but we also have billions and bil- 
lions of idle dollars, unproductive corporate 
capital and untaxable bonds, claiming support 
as a prior lien on the economic blood of pro- 
duction and distribution. 


Arcane VIII 


Last month I gave the kabbalistic octave 
of the nation for the decade of 1933 and in 
which Capricorn appeared as the 5th number, 
ruling the religion, code of ethics, or conduct 








of the country. It is from the impact on na. 
tional consciousness of this Capricornian force 
that the craving to be governed has arisen, 
The governing force of Arcane VIII is ex. 
pressed in the Admonition of the Sage as 
follows: 

“Remember then, Son of Earth, that to be 
victorious over thyself and dominate obstacles 
is but a part of the human task. To accom- 
plish it entirely thou must establish equilib- 
rium between the forces that thou has brought 
into play.

This year and decade is epochal in that it 
marks the first application in our history of 
the principle of government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people. Up to that 
time the people knew nothing about govern- 
ment except that it was an impersonal agency 
to whose support they paid taxes. The post- 
man and the policeman were the only per- 
sonifications of it with whom the public was 
acquainted. The people were therefore dimly 
conscious of government but, as far as they 
were aware, government was entirely uncon- 
scious of the people. Suddenly the mightiest 
social reform movement of all times spread 
over the country like a tent. The National 
Industrial Recovery Administration entered 
the lives and homes of every American. If 
any freedom was lost, it was lost by those who 
could afford to lose it, and society as a whole 
retrieved it in new courage, confidence, and 
objectives, born of a new freedom on becoming 
aware of the protective values residing in 
being governed. 


Social Security 

Rapidly additional agencies of government 
filtered into individual American lives, stub- 
bornly contested every step of the way by the 
minority which formerly governed. That's 
all right, for it is in contesting the path of ex- 
periment that its flaws and shortcomings are 
corrected. Sprouting therefrom, popular faith 
in the power of government to extend pef- 
sonal freedom rather than restrict it, has grown 
like the green bay. How do we know it? We 
know it because the proudest possession of 
any workman in the country today is his Social 
Security Card. It is his proudest possession 
because that card assures him that his future 
security and happiness is an object of solici- 
tude of that formerly. remote, imponderable, 
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and apparently useless thing, the National 
Government at Washington. By June 30, 1939, 
44,727,520 of these cards had been issued, and 
an equal number of Americans accept the im- 
plication of being governed in return for the 


‘ personal freedom and economic security prom- 


ised by this card in their declining years. A 
bond of terrific strength has been established 


between the heart of the individual and his. 


treasure deposited in Washington. Adding 
15,000,000, more or less, of those receiving di- 
rect government subsistence, and deducting 
10,000,000 for undoubted duplications in the 
two counts, we have 50,000,000 Americans who 
are identified with and personally and pecuni- 
arily interested in the central government as 
an individually protective agency. And every- 
one of them yielded to some extent to what 
might be called the yoke of government in 
qualifying for the compact. Regardless of the 
immaturities and the faults in the installation 
and administration of the system, have these 
millions surrendered anything half so valuable 
as what they got in return for it? 

Overriding the quibblers, the carpers, the 
malcontent, and the captious, all of whom 
want perfection in the first round, I think 
there is plenty of assurance in such a broad, 
Sweeping panorama of our new-born institu- 
tion of Social Security as to justify the con- 
clusion that not since the foundation of the 
country have the people felt greater assurance, 
confidence and contentment than they do to- 
day. Underneath the squalls of the agitators, 
the sea of human life is placid the world 
around. 


Consequences of Regimentation 


The principal weapon of the foes of the pa- 
ternalistic form of government toward which 
we are at least experimenting, is the dread 
consequences of regimentation on the moral 
nature of men, In the use of this, our spiritual 
advisers are the most fertile, eloquent and 
skillful. Aside from the academic question 
of whether institutional religion is of enough 
importance in human life to become a political 
issue, there are two cogent reasons for doubt- 
ing the validity of the charge that regimenta- 
tion damages the spiritual life. The most 
noteworthy of these reasons is that if the 
charge is true, the inference is unescapable 


that the rank and file of the enrollment in the 


army and in our military schools and acade-’ 


mies are spiritually doomed by the teachings 
and disciplines enforced upon them by such 
regimentation in uniform. Who would be the 

: of our spiritual advisers,to'say that our un- 
disciplined and untaught civil population was 
Superior to the military because of its greater 


freedom for independent development of spirit, 
soul, and body? Unless institutional religion 
means just that thing in its resistance to the 
encroachment of government in the private 
lives of our people, it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to see on what else its cause could 
rest. If the church is ready to damn the regi- 
mentation of civil life according to the pattern 
that has been forming the last seven years, 
it must in all consistency damn the regimen- 
tation of human life in our military establish- 
ment. There is no middle ground, and to 
attempt to form one will inevitably mean the 
loss of its remaining influence over the people 
of this country as it has already done over 
most of the people of the world. 

Another reason for doubting the alleged 
viciousness of government in private life is 
the realization that we are hardly of adoles- 
cent age in the cycles of nations, with the 
possibility of stretching it to say that we may 
be leaving the age of adolescence. Calculated 
kabbalistically, the nation reaches its majority 
in 1953, i.e., the age corresponding to twenty- 
one in the life of an individual. What intelli- 
gent father would see his son come to this 
critical turning point without a solid back- 
ground of guidance and discipline? To neglect 
it is a parental crime that amounts to throwing 
his son to the lions—defenseless and unpre- 
pared. Analogically, we may attribute to the 
nation a higher consciousness, or parental 
over-soul, which warns it subconsciously that 
it has grown up pretty much like Topsy and 
is lacking in the sinews of maturity that only 
come through wise administration of its youth. 
And a deeply-seated fear, arising from the 
subconsciousness of this unpreparedness and 
defenselessness, may add its force to the 
yearning of the people to cast their heavier 
responsibilities on to the collective shoulders 
of government at the price of the surrender 
of such liberty of action and freedom of spirit 
as the relief from such responsibilities may 
cost. 


Principle of Compromise 


There is nothing new in the idea. It is 
merely applying to the larger institution of 
government the cooperative and homogeneous 
spirit behind every associational relationship 
in life, from the institution of marriage through 
every kind of fraternal organization to the 
corporate structure of business. It is simply 
the great and glorious principle of compro- 
mise, wherein we trade a measure of our lib- 
erty in action in return for a share in the 
larger opportunities for self-expression pro- 
vided by the force of the group. That is the

For successful spring planting, it is neces- 
sary that we know a great deal about all 
the work that goes into plant culture. We 
should be familiar with our plants and know 
the proper foods they require, the kind of 
soil in which they grow best, whether they 
are alkaline or acid-loving plants, whether 
the soil needs lime for an alkaline plant, 
superphosphate for the acid-loving plant, etc. 

We receive many letters from readers re- 
questing us to advise where published books 
on the subject of “Lunar Planting and Ex- 
perimental Planting Results” can be secured. 
We regret that we are unable to fulfill these 
requests, as we do not know of a single book 
published on this subject.

Planting Dates 


For the benefit of our new readers, we 
repeat that crops that produce their yield 
above the soil and grow from seed with a 
root formation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce,

corn, oats, sweet peas and marigolds, should 
be planted when the moon is new or in the 
first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to and grow from a bulb for- 
mation, such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip 
and gladiolus, and should be planted when 
the Moon is full or in last quarter. Plant 
in last quarter only if necessary, as it is 
not considered the best time for planting. 
The time given is “Eastern Standard Time.” 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Cap- 
ricorn, at 10:03 A. M. March 2nd, all day 
March 3rd and 4th: a fair time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Pisces, 
at 2:07 P. M. March 7th and all day March 
8th: a fair time to plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Pisces, all day March 9th: a good time 
to plant. 

New Moon, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
at 9:44 A. M. March 12th, all day March 
13th and 14th: a fair time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Can- 
cer, March 17th at 4:57 A. M., all day March 
18th and up to 9:14 A. M. March 19th: a 
good time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Libra, 
March 23rd at 9:47 A. M., and up to 2:3 
P. M. same day: a good time to plant flowers 
and cereals and a fair time to plant vege- 
tables.

Insects 


It is quite important at this time to consider 
the insects and diseases of our plants and 
trees, 

In the United States we have an army of 
over 6,000 different kinds of insects or bugs 
which feed on our plants, as well as scatter 
diseases from plant to plant. 

When one pair of Colorado potato beetles 
could have 10,000,000 descendants in one 
year, what could we expect from the other 
6,000 different kinds of bugs each a million 
strong? From very good sources comes the 
information that if we stop our war of de- 
struction of insects for a period of ten years, 
we would no longer be able to supply our- 
selves with the necessary amount of food or 
clothing the people of this nation require. 

There are many ways in which you can 
help to keep down this vast army of de- 
stroyers of food and other necessary supplies 
of mankind. For instance, careful early spring 
pruning out of dead and weak limbs and 
branches of trees or bushes is one of the 
best steps to take for the destruction of in- 
sects or disease which attack trees or bushes. 
Burn all the trimmings as soon as possible, 
and any twigs that are under trees at any 


time of the year, as they may harbor twig 
borers. 

The removal of wild cherry and plum 
trees will lessen disease and tent caterpillar 
pests. This should be done now, and be sure 
to burn the wood before the warm weather 
of spring sets in, If they are within one half 
mile of your orchard, the removal of these 
trees is recommended. 

Wild cherry trees are the homes of tent 
caterpillars. The brown winged moths come 
out of their cocoons in either June or July, 
depending on your location and the length 
of your warm seasons, 

During July and August, these moths are 
busy finding wild cherry trees, or any other 
suitable tree on which to lay their eggs, 
The eggs generally hatch the next year. 

If you have but a few trees, and patience, 
you may search out the eggs and destroy 
them. You will find the eggs in clusters of 
about two hundred. All are glazed together 
into a compact mass, which the moth has 
wrapped around a' small twig of the tree. 

Each cluster appears as a dark knot, swell- 
ing, or an enlarged thickening of the branch. 
A sharp eye, however, will soon train itself 
to find these masses very easily. The whole 
mass is easily peeled off, or the branch may 
be pruned off and burned. 

From these eggs the tent caterpillars hatch 
early in the spring and begin to devour every 
leaf from the tree, and when the limbs are 
bare, the fuzzy, hungry worms go marching 
down the fields into gardens and orchards. 
They climb into apple, pear, cherry and 
peach trees. Even the rose bushes are at- 
tacked and stripped of foliage. Many shade 
trees every year are stripped by these tent 
caterpillars, which scatter many diseases to 
your trees and plants. 

If the tree infested with the insects is in 
a safe place, a blow torch on a long pole 
may be used to burn them out, or the limb 
of the tree may be cut out and burned. 


Birds 


Birds are among man’s best friends. The 
“Audubon Society” has done much toward 
providing bird sanctuaries for a bird refuge 
in many of our states, 

I wonder if we appreciate the value of 
birds to man, as insect destroyers. While 
they may take a few cherries and some small 
fruit, the little they take is many times 
compensated for by the thousands of bugs 
each of them eat every year. 

If you place a little water at a safe dis- 
tance off ‘the ground where the birds can 
get it, they will eat little of the fruit.

March, 1940 


Dictators More Strongly to the Fore in 1940—Application of Pressure to Gain

Engineering Triumphs 








General Indications 


March brings the beginning of another 
astrological year, with the Sun returning 
from South to North declination. This an- 
nual change of polarity of the Sun not only 
furnishes the starting point for the Signs of 
the Zodiac; but a chart erected for this mo-

ment of change will give the general trend 
of events for the year for the place erected. 
So in addition to our pre-view of events for 
March, we shall take a bird’s-eye view of 
the major trends for the coming year. 

This new Sun Cycle chart, or Ingress, 
shows the Sun in trine to Pluto. As the most 
important aspect in the chart for the com- 
ing year, this points to a splitting of the 
various nations into two opposing groups, 
each group working together for a common 
purpose. Dictators and their methods will 
come even more strongly to the fore in inter- 
national relations. Pluto is closely square 
Saturn, the planet of greed. And Pluto in 
the sign of Rulership (Leo), receiving such 
powerful stimulation, will not permit the 
drive for power and world dominion to lie 
dormant. 

Our own country will not escape this cos- 
mic stimulation of greed and lust for politi- 
cal power and imperial rulership. With Sa‘- 
urn dominating our Ingress chart from the 
house of politics, we are in danger of the 
most base betrayal of public welfare for the 
sake of obtaining selfish power and prestige. 
There will be no half-way measures, as Pluto 
either swings to the heights of unselfish work 
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‘for others, or takes the ruthless path of the 
gangster leader, who uses every method for 
personal gain. 

This dynamic Pluto rules the house of gov- 
ernment for most of the European countries. 
Here we have shown an increased tendency 
on the part of certain nations to gain their 
ends by applying pressure. International 
blackmail will be followed by sudden vio- 
lence should the victims hesitate to surren- 
der all liberties. The most distinctive quality 
of Pluto is coercion, and while expressing 
through the royal sign of Leo, we can ex- 
pect that the goad of ambition will lead to 
acts of madness on the part of the degen- 
erate leaders who respond to the lower-Pluto 
vibrations, 

March brings considerable activity from 
the important Cycle charts, as ‘well as a ma- 
jor conjunction of Mars with Uranus in the 
sky on the 16th. The first of the month will 
be colored by Saturn square Pluto in the 
Saturn Cycle on March 3rd. As Saturn rules 
the land, we can expect another land grab 
on the part of dictators (Pluto). Conser- 
vation and preservation will be stressed, and 
finances will take a more restrictive trend 


Mars Cycle 


The "Mars Cycle continues exceptionally 
active, furnishing an abundance of aggres- 
sive energies. Greatest violence, in all prob- 
ability, will occur around the middle of the 
month, under Mars opposition the Moon on 
March 13th, and Mars conjunction Uranus 
March 15th. Added to this, we have the 
Mars conjunction Uranus in the sky on the 
16th, and the Moon touches off the Saturn- 
Pluto square and moves up to Mars and 
Uranus in the Moon Cycle. Russia will be 
chiefly affected by this series of aspects, 
and we can expect the next major move by 
Russia to take place around. this time. 

The Russian invasion of Finland on No- 
vember 30th was but the first step of a gi- 
gantic plan for world dominion. Not con- 
tent with stirring up chaos in other countries, 
the opportune moment was furnished by the 
war with Germany so that Russia could come 
out into the open. The birth-chart of Fin- 
land has Moon conjunction Mars, both closely 
square the Sun—thus testifying to the unfal- 
tering courage of their people. The Major 
Progressed Sun has moved forward until it 
is in opposition to Pluto and semi-square 
Uranus, showing the invasion by foreign 
entities (Pluto) and the discordant influence 
wielded by other people. The indications 
are such that Finland is fighting apparently 


— 


a hopeless battle, but we may rest assured 
that she will resist to the bitter end. 

Saturn enters Taurus on March 20th, so 
will cease to be so noticeable in bri 
responsibilities and trouble to England. The 
Palestine discord also should quiet down 
now, as Palestine has been under Saturn’s 
restrictive influence while in Aries. Now 
we can expect the difficulties attracted by 
the major malefic to express within the 
countries ruled by Taurus. Ireland will suf- 
fer from this change, while important devel- 
opments will take place in Asia Minor and 
Caucasus. 


New Moon Cycle 


The New Moon Cycle for March has the 
Lunation sextile the Mars-Uranus conjune- 
tion. Here we have mechanical skill and 
inventiveness given an opportunity to pro- 
duce new engineering triumphs. The oppo- 
sition of Neptune to the Lunation will bring 
rather confusing. world conditions, and it 
will be well not to take the statements made 
by foreign powers too seriously, as Neptune 
always brings an element of deception. The 
worst indication is the square of Saturn and 
Venus to Pluto, with countries having these 
planets angular at this time experiencing 
the discord promised not only here, but also 
in the heavier Cycles. 


United States 


Greedy Saturn dominates our Sun Cycle 
chart from the house of business and poli- 
tics, making a close square to Pluto and the 
Ascendant. The grouping of planets in the 
Tenth House well indicates the forces which 
will be brought to bear in an election year. 
The Sun is in the Ninth, stressing the im- 


portance of freedom of speech and of re-’ 


ligion, as well as giving unusual impetus 
to our foreign trade. 

During the coming year, the people of 
America will take a firm stand where their 
rights are concerned, and will not tolerate 
interference from foreign quarters. There 
is some danger that we may take unwise 
action, as the heart may. prove stronger than 
the head. Especially will injustice rankle 
at this time. And there will be some trouble 
with other countries over the matter of com- 
mercial advantages. 

There is much evidence that groups of 
organized labor will play an important part 
in the coming elections, with the candidate 
promising labor the best deal receiving la- 
bor’s vote. Saturn rules the house of 
Administration, bringing a strong element 
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of conservatism into the political field. There 
will be much talk of economy and of mea- 
sures for protection. The problem of na- 
tional defense will be given wide publicity, 
the planets in the Ninth assuring favorable 
consideration of the two-ocean navy in spite 
of the increased cost. 

Pluto on the Ascendant emphasizes the 
ability of the people to cooperate for com- 
mon advantages. Here we have a tendency 
to form pressure groups which will demand 
special privileges. And as one group forms, 
an opposing group will appear, for Pluto 
splits into two extreme factions. Demands 
for increases in relief will meet with little 
success under the economy consciousness 
that now prevails. 

The month of March opens with the Luna- 
tion exactly square disruptive Uranus, bring- 
ing an exposé of financial trickery and of 
methods used in the stock market. War 
propaganda will be outstanding. The de- 
mands of labor will make important head- 
lines, especially from the miners. However, 
this first week has many harmonies for the 
United States. 

Following the New Moon Cycle of March 
8th, there is serious danger that we shall 
become too deeply involved in the affairs 
of other countries. The Lunation shows 
malefic Saturn ruling the house of enemies 
(7th) in close T-Square with the Ascendant 
and Pluto on the Mid-Heaven. Lacking ac- 
tual open disagreement, we at least will be 
tempted to take over the responsibility of 
settling other people’s quarrels—and this will 
prove a most unappreciated job. 

Jupiter in the house of labor will help 
our employment situation. A great number 
of employees will be absorbed by the various 
industries, especially those which furnish the 
necessities of war. The general trend of 
business may suffer a setback, as conditions 
now do not favor the active expansion shown 
during the past ten months. 


Foreign Affairs 


Foreign affairs hold the center of atten- 
tion. In this New Moon Cycle for March, 
there are four planets in the Seventh House. 
Saturn, the chief ruler, and Mars conjunc- 
tion Uranus, also in this House, are far from 
peaceful configurations. We may be rudely 
startled by the aggressive action of other 
nations which directly -affects the United 
States. 

However, the outlook for the coming year 
has many bright spots. . There will be more 
money available for the people. The people 
will take definite steps to indicate their 





wishes so far as the government is concerned, 
and there is protection shown here. The 
greed of big business and the meddling of 
politicians will bring us close to war during 
the next year. I still believe we can keep 
out of conflict, but it will be by a close mar- 
gin, and will require constant vigilance on 
the part of the people. Otherwise war hys- 
teria will sweep us into the maelstrom of 
destruction that threatens the rest of the 
world. 


Canada 


Our northern neighbors will exert a 
marked influence’ on world affairs during the 
coming year. Four planets in the Tenth in 
the Ingress chart promise an unusual im- 
petus for business, with increased efficiency 
of operation stressed under the prominence 
of Saturn. Manufacturing will be increased, 
especially in those industries pertaining to 
armaments and other war necessities. 

Foreign affairs continue quite distressing, 
and will prove a serious handicap for the 
people. The ruler of the common people 
(Moon) in close square to Mars and Uranus, 
indicate that war measures will disrupt the 
lives of many families, bringing hardships 
and separations. This will be a year which 
tests the courage and stability of the Ca- 
nadians to the limit. But after the storm is 
weathered, they will have become a much 
more efficient and self-supporting nation. 

March brings the pressure from open 
enemies to a climax, which quite adversely 
affects Canada. Considerable damage will 
be done, especially in the way of destroying 
shipping. 


Europe 


England has the Sun in the house of the 
army for the coming year, in close oppo- 
sition to the Ascendant. .This well indicates 
the loss to the country, and the hardships 
and economic stress it will create to main- 
tain the army which now will be considered 
necessary. Worst feature of the Ingress chart 
for Great Britain is the grouping of planets 
in the house of death. Saturn is chief ruler, 
afflicting Pluto in the house of the Govern- 
ment. Mars and Uranus in conjunction in 
the Eighth, in square to the Moon (common 
people), promise large scale destruction of 
non-combatants. 

The Libra Ascendant may give attempts 
to sue for peace, but the Sun opposition does 
not indicate success. Of greatest benefit will 
be Jupiter in the house of war, in trine to 
the Moon. Here we have an element of 
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protection from damage by other powers. 
England should be able successfully to carry 
out her plans for war while this Ingress is 
in effect, in spite of many attempts to bring 
the war home to England. Loss of territory 
will be outstanding during the year. 

March brings a New Moon cycle with 
Pluto in the Seventh afflicting Saturn in the 
house of territories. The loss of resources 
will be brought to light under this influ- 
ence. The Lunation is in the department 
of finance, showing a somewhat disturbing 
condition. Business will be badly crippled 
by the war situation, while Neptune in the 
Ninth promises that transportation and ship- 
ping will suffer. 


France 

France also has emphasis placed on the 
army for the coming year. Military victories 
will make important news, yet the Eighth 
house afflictions threaten destruction to vast 
numbers of the common people. The Gov- 
ernment will be republic in name only, as 
Pluto in the Tenth promises a compulsory 
regimentation as strict as any dictatorship. 
Censorship, loss of freedom of speech and 
of action are some of the obstacles which 
must be faced. 

The month of March brings a baffling con- 
dition for the army. Wholly unexpected fac- 
tors will keep them from making planned 
advances. Perhaps some new chemical or 
other war measure will prove effective, 
threatening to disorganize the French. This 
is not a very cheerful month for the people 
' of France. 


Germany 


Germany has quite a powerful Sun Cycle 
for the next year, indicating the ability to 
continue her policies in spite of some losses. 
Enemies will be able to do some damage, 
but as a whole the presence of Jupiter in 
the Seventh will do much to furnish protec- 
tion. Those who look for a speedy over- 
throw of Hitler may find the year disappoint- 
ing. Hitler is under better progressions than 
most of his opponents just now, and the 
mundane charts for Germany appear slightly 
more favorable than those of the Allies. 
However, Germany will do well to make a 
settlement of some kind now, as beyond a 
doubt her power will fail rapidly after the 
next two years. 

The New Moon Cycle shows a chaotic 
financial condition and brings a shortage of 
necessities for the people. There is oppor- 
tunity for a gain of land and resources by 
the use of sudden, violent action. A dras- 


tic surprise movement will be attempted 
around the middle of the month. 


Italy 


Italy will be able to strengthen her po- 
sition during the next months. Mussolini, 
with progressed Sun conjunction Venus and 
trine Pluto, may be able to keep his coun- 
try out of the conflict, much to their com- 
mercial advancement. 

Russia has an extremely powerful Sun 
Cycle chart, and we may be sure that this 
huge country will contribute much of the 
news for the year to come. Four planets 
in the house of war, including Saturn, Mars 
and Uranus, promise no end of discord with 
other nations. The planetary influences do 
not favor Russia, but do indicate that tre- 
mendous damage will be inflicted by other 
countries. This year marks the beginning 
of a four-year period in Russia which will 
breed chaos. Ruthless violence will be ever 
apparent, there being the same stimulations 
which led to the murder of the hordes of 
peasants and which led to the purge of offi- 
cials and officers. 

The conjunction of Mars with Uranus on 
March 16th will furnish energy for another 
drastic aggressive step by Russia. 


Far East 


China has the Sun in the Third House 
of the Ingress chart, trine Pluto in the Sev- 
enth. There will be opportunity offered to 
obtain help from neighboring countries. 
Changes will be gradual, as there are many 
conflicting aspects for the next year. The 
people will be powerfully influenced by 
Saturn, giving them ability to organize and 
work efficiently; but there also will be at- 
tracted great hardship and suffering. Addi- 
tional loss of land and resources can be ex- 
pected, with afflicted Saturn in the Fourth. 

The Ingress for Tokyo has the Sun in the 
house of finance, again stressing the impor- 
tance of the economic situation. Jupiter also 
in the Second House, trine Moon in the 
Seventh, promises a very favorable agree- 
ment with some other country. There is 
evidence that Japan will be able to make 
an arrangement with the United States so 
as to obtain her much needed supplies. The 
army faction will gain increased power over 
the government during the year. 

March will bring important moves by the 
Japanese leaders, as the Lunation is in the 
Mid-Heaven. The activity of other countries 
will cause great worry, and will add to the 
seriousness of their financial difficulties.

T. symbol of Cancer is an ideograph of 
the human breasts, hence of all the signs it 
is connected with that of the mother and 
the home. The symbol is made of two small 
suns each connected with a crescent moon. 
Note that one of these moons is inverted 
and one looks like a cup or bowl, The cup 
shows the retentiveness of the Mother 
principle, which wishes to gather and to 
store up everything for the child. The in- 
verted cup shows that» the mother basically

Hence we find the Cancerian has a some- 
what dual nature. At times he is shrewd 
and grasping, but if he likes you there is 
nothing he will not do for you—shelter you, 
house you, and give you of his possessions. 
He is a very sensitive and emotional being. 
Just as the crab is all soft meat inside but 
surrounded by a hard shell, so the Cancerian 
sometimes presents a very hard exterior to 
the world, but do not be discouraged by this. 
He does it only to hide the fact that he is 
So tender-hearted that the world would take 
advantage of him otherwise. 


The emotional nature of the Cancerian 
tends to make him highly dramatic, and you 
will find him at times glorying in posing as

The sign is said to be a water sign, and 
water in Astrology represents anything that 
is fluidic or emotional or psychic. 

As we have seen in the last three signs, 
the character cannot be fully determined by 
the Astrologer from just the Sun sign. It 
will sometimes happen that three or four 
or more planets will be bunched up in some 
other sign making this latter sign become 
more important than the Sun sign. It is 
therefore very important that one should not 
try to delineate too much of the character 
from the Sun sign till one sees if that is 
the most prominent thing in the chart. 

In Cancer we have such different types of 
people as Lord Kelvin, the Astronomer;

The sign looks like the head and mane 
of a lion. It is said to be an ideograph of 
the human heart with its two valves. If 
we look at it carefully, we find it is very 
much like that of Cancer, that is, it has two 
small Suns and two crescent moons, but 
whereas in Cancer the moons were separated 
and one was above and the other below, in 
_ Leo, the moons are facing each other and 
joined at the top, showing the vital flow is 
not broken. 

The ancient Astrologers, being often priests 
and philosophers, intended to convey by 
this symbol the fact that the Sun god had 
a link with the soul of the human being, 
and when this link was completed and per- 
fected, then the great energy of the Sun 
could pour down into man’s life in all its 
fullness. This is why Leo is said to be the 
King of the Zodiac. He is so en rapport with 
the power of the Sun that everyone im- 
mediately realizes his radiance and vitality 
and rarely queries his authority. If we study 
the Leo man, we find that he seems to have 
some innate faith. in himself, and perhaps 
this is the real secret of his power.

Like Aries, Leo is said to be a Fire sign, 
that is, it represents activity, but there is 
a great difference between the activity of 
Aries and Leo. In Aries, the activity rushes 
out towards its object; in Leo, the activity 
draws everyone and everything to a center 
or focus or heart. We therefore call the 
Arian activity centrifugal (that is, it flees from 
the center) while we call the Leo activity 
centripetal (that is, it seeks the center), 


As we have seen in the previous four 
signs, Astrology is not quite as simple as 
some of the books that merely discuss the 
Sun signs would have us believe. If it 
were so, then all persons born under Leo 
or any other sign would be alike, and we 
know this is not the case. 


In Leo we can have such different types 
as Cardinal James Gibbons; Marion Craw- 
ford, the writer; Shelley, the poet; Daniel 
O’Connell; Lucy Stone, the reformer; Sir 
Walter Scott; Napoleon Bonaparte; Marshall 
Field, the merchant; or President Harrison 
of the United States. 

In all of these we find a certain regality 
of outlook which commands respect, a tre- 
mendous zeal and courage arid a magnetism 
that draws people and things to them.

The symbol of Virgo is an ideograph of 
the generative organs of a female closed as 
in virginity. Before marriage, the conscious- 
ness tends to search, to weigh and consider 
all people in the light of possible mates. 
We find then. that Virgo, of all signs, is the 
most discriminative. It is always seeking 
the perfect form and rejecting what it ¢on- 
siders is faulty or imperfect. It is sometimes 
said that all old maids’ children and hus- 
bands are perfect. 

We have to remember, however, that Virgo 
is essentially an idealist looking to find the 
ideal in the physical world and never con- 
tent till this is obtained. It. is therefore 
of all signs perhaps the most discontented 
because the ideal is so rarely found in this 
world. There is at times a very marked 
tendency to be too exacting and too “picky.” 
In highly developed Virgoans, however, we 
find the greatest facility in handling all the 
details of a huge organization with marked 
success. Nearly always, too, in great artists 
we find Virgo strongly marked, for then 
they are able to present their ideals through 
some specific medium, whether of paint, or 
marble or music. (Note: this does not mean 
that we shall find the artists having the 
Sun in Virgo, for Virgo is not a creative 
sign, but you will understand better what 
I mean by the accentuation of a sign when 
you have learned to erect a horoscope for 
yourself.) 

Like Taurus, Virgo is an earth sign, that 
is, it stands for practicality and ability to 
enter into some phase of work connected 
with man’s material world. 

As we have seen in the previous five signs, 
the Astrologer can say certain things that 
may be generally true of all those born in 
a specific sign. The Sun, which is the 
source of life and vitality, expresses itself 
in a very specific way in each sign, but his 
influence is modified in many ways. To 
summarize those modifying influences, we 
have mentioned so far: 

1, The sign in the East mcdifies the Sun 

sign, 

2. The Moon modifies the Sun sign. 

3. A grouping of _Planets modifies the 

Sun sign. 

4, Every other mt modifies the Sun 

sign, 

In Virgo, we have such different types of 
people as Bret Harte, Goethe, the writer;

The symbol is that of the setting sun 
which has just sunk halfway below the 
horizon. Thus half of the Sun is seen and 
half is not seen. It, however, becomes a 
symbol of two halves of one thing. It is 
therefore pre-eminently the symbol of part- 
nership and marriage. The two halves are 
equal, hence Libra is said to be the sign 
of balance, equipoise and peace. In order 
to maintain peace between one individual 
and another, man has instituted codes of 
law and justice. Law then comes under the 
sign of Libra. 

The beginner often thinks Libra is like 
Gemini in that two ideas or lines of argu- 
ment or work come to him at the same time, 
but whereas Gemini usually decides on one 
in preference to the other, Libra tries to see 
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the good in both and wants to unite the two 
in one. 

In considering the last six signs of the 
Zodiac, we saw that the Astrologer could 
not judge character accurately from the 
Sun sign alone. The house position of the 
Sun is very important. We divide our horo- 
scope into twelve sectors, each of which 
refers to some specific department of life. 
Thus, if the Sun is in the seventh house, it 
can give to a man a fine and noble partner. 
In a woman’s chart, it can give her a fine 
and noble husband. If the Sun is in the 
second house, it will tend to give luck in 
money matters; if in the eleventh house it 
can give very helpful friends. 

The following very different types of people 
were all born in the sign of Libra. John 
Marshall of the Supreme Court; Rutherford 
B. Hayes, President of the United States; 
Lord Nelson; Cervantes, author of Don 
Quixote; Nansen, the Polar explorer; Ma- 
hatma Gandhi; and Sarah Bernhardt, the 
great French actress. 

John Marshall and Rutherford B. Hayes 
found their Libra expression in law. Lord 
Nelson sought it in deep attachments to 
both his officers and to Lady Hamilton.

Scorpio is the symbol of the sex organs, 
The ‘sign is usually symbolized by the 
scorpion, but there are two other symbols 
often given to it: the eagle and the dove 
These three are very typical of the various 
types of people that are born in this sign 
There is first the sarcastic Scorpion who, 
like the scorpion, carries a sting. He is often 
coarse and passionate. Then there is a 
highly evolved type who, like the eagle, 
leaves the ground, or the crude passions 
behind and soars up into the mental realms, 
giving to humanity some of his most brilliant 
thoughts. Lastly, there is the type who is 
more like the gentle and contented dove. 

Scorpio is sometimes said to be the sign 
of death or regeneration, for he kills many 
a noble thought by his sarcasm. But if he 
lays this aside and lives in his eagle con- 
sciousness he has power to take hold of 
ideas and present them to humanity in a 
way they cannot resist. When he has gone 
a stage further and becomes a dove, then 
only does he become really liked by the 
other signs for himself. Until then the other 
signs are perhaps just a little afraid of him 

The sign is said to be a water sign, that 
is, it is highly emotional and psychic, but 
whereas with Cancer the emotions are never 
hidden, with Scorpio one might never know 
that emotion ever existed. 

As we have stated in dealing with the 
previous seven signs, one cannot be sure 
one is delineating a character completely 
when merely the Sun sign is known. Each 
of the signs has a planetary ruler; for 
example, the planetary ruler of Scorpio is 
Mars, and this planet may be placed so that 
it continually makes war on the Sun 
prevents the geniality of the Sun’s expression 
from being contacted fully.

The symbol is that of an arrow. It has 
reference to the upper part of the legs and 
thighs, 

It is characteristic of all Sagittarians that 
when they are enthused with an idea, they 
immediately get out their arrows and try to 
shoot their ideas into everyone they see 
until their whole circle of friends and 
acquaintances has received an arrow of 
thought. They are great propagandists of 
new ideas and opinions, ambassadors of new 
thoughts. 

The legs help us to travel in the physical 
world, hence we.find the Sagittarian is fond 
of travel and of outdoor sport and exercise. 
When the Sagittarian is of an evolved type, 
we find that he travels far in the world of 
thought. He often becomes interested in 
philosophy, in law, and, generally speaking, 
in abstract ideas and the principles upon 
which things are made rather than with the 
Practical working gut of these ideas. 

It is a fire sign, that is, ceaselessly active, 
more talkative than the Arian as a rule, 
and not so simple and genial as the Leo. 

As we have learned in dealing with all 
the previous signs, there is no certainty from 


knowing merely the Sun sign, whether we ’ 
shall have a philosopher born in the sign 
of Sagittarius or an athlete or a great trav- 
eler or a too insistent talker. It is neces- 
sary to know the horoscope in detail for this, 
for something of the professional life of the 
man or his standing with the public is only 
obtained by knowing what sign of the Zodiac 
was overhead at the time of birth. We are 
inclined to forget that the stars are over 
us even in the daytime when we cannot see 
them and that they are just as important 
when they are not seen as when they are 
seen, We can only determine the, sign over- 
head by learning to cast the horoscope. 

The following very different types of 
people were all born when the Sun was in 
Sagittarius: Spinoza, the philosopher; Mark 
Twain, Thomas Carlyle, John Milton, Whit- 
tier, Disraeli, Beethoven, and Franklin Pierce, 
President of the United States. 

It is interesting to note that Franklin 
Pierce was a lawyer, and after his term of 
office he made a tour of Europe; thus his 
Sun sign was powerful in both law and in 
travel.

SUN-MOON 


N ATURALLY the Moon in its monthly tour 
contacts all of the planets. If the Moon falls 
upon a conjunction of a transitory planet 
with any one of your birth planets, the pass- 
ing of the Moon will tend to release in your 
life the forces which such birth planets sym- 
bolize. 


If you know the degree positions of your 
birth planets you may, by reference to the 
accompanying Transigraph, observe where 
the lines indicating the paths of the Sun, 
Moon and the planets, cross the degree of 
a birth planet. The horizontal figures at the 
top of the Transigraph indicate the date upon 
which the aspect occurs. 


The Lunation takes place on March 8th, 
at 9:23 P.M. E.S.T., in 18°23’ Pisces. As it 
is within orb of an opposition to Neptune 
in Pisces, it indicates a period of unrest on 
the part of the masses, complicated by in- 
trigue and deception on the part of the po- 
litical element. 


The Full Moon takes place on March 23rd, 
at 2:33 P.M. in 3°1' Libra. As this occurs 
on the day before the Moon crosses the 
Suns’ path, and at the Ascending Node, it 
will be unusually powerful, approximating 
to eclipse conditions. It will bring a crisis 
in many pending affairs, largely dependent 
upon the house in which it falls in the indi- 
vidual chart, and whether it aspects a birth 
planet. The Moon will have separated from 
Neptune by about 10 degrees when it comes 
to the Full, hence it will also accent the 
Mercury-Neptune opposition.

of those who already are acutely self-con-

The 
three sextiles that will follow in rapid suc- 
cession—on the 19th to Mars, the 21st to 
Uranus, and the 24th to Venus—will in- 
crease the urge to aetion, with argumenta- 
tation leading to explosiveness: after which, 
if anything remains, we can again settle down 
to steady work, under the more soothing 
Venus contact.

On March 7th, at 5:23 A.M., Venus crosses 
the path of Saturn. With some, it will put 
a chill on romance for a time in favor of 
work and duty; while with others, it will 
arouse any latent instincts of greed, jealousy 
and moroseness. On March 25th, at 5:03 P.M., 
it will cross the path of Uranus, with almost 
the opposite effect, causing entanglements 
and upheavals. On March 29th, at 4:19 P.M., 
the trine to Neptune will enable both the 
financial operators and the artistically cre- 
ative to devise plans that should in due sea- 
son yield marked benefits. 


MARS 


During March, Mars travels from 8°52’ 
Taurus to 29°37’ Taurus. On March 28th, 
it crosses 27°20’ Taurus, the point of the 
Lunation of May 18th, 1939. On March 16th, 
at 1:39 A.M., it crosses the path of Uranus, 
which will considerably increase nerve ten- 
sion generally, especially with those who 
have a birth planet in the 19th degree of 
Taurus.

Thus it rules prisons, but it also rules 
hospitals.

“real driving force behind the steadily increas- 
ing willingness of the people to submit to the 
infusion of government in private life.

Gigantic changes 
are taking place in our political economy and 
from which there cannot fail to emerge a radi- 
cal change in the direction of our evolution. 


_ To respond to these changes and to take the 


turn in the road ahead demands popular mo- 
bilization, When our armies went to France 
in 1917 and ’18, the men didn’t dribble over 
there singly or by twos and threes. They 
were mobilized and prepared over here for 
the colossal change to take place in their lives. 
In the same way, we are going through social 
mobilization for the purpose of more readily 
and efficiently adjusting national consciousness 
to new conditions and new modes of behavior 
along the new coufse that we will be com- 
pelled to take. The congress of world nations 
is this compelling force, in which we are 
under the same compulsion to compromise and 
to recognize the limit of our freedom in the 


circle of universal law. As a nation, we have 
no more freedom to say and do as we please 
than we have as individuals, and for the ex- 
tension of dur influence and power as a na- 
tion, the same principle of compromise govern- 
ing individual life must also govern our na- 
tional conduct in the congress of nations. 


Initiative 

The last of the major evils anticipated by 
our prophets of disaster from the increasing 
regimentation of life, is that it stifles initiative. 
The correct evaluation of this threat proceeds 
from a clear understanding of the manifold 
definitions of initiative and the manifold vari- 
ations of the guise in which it appears. The 
common definition of it in our times is that 
germ of genius which has given us more bath 
tubs, more automobiles, more telephones, and 
more gadgets around the house than the peo- 
ple of any other nation enjoy. And the most 
common guise in which it is known is in the 
genius for outsmarting the other fellow and 
playing the best game in devil take the hind- 
most. Evidence abounds that the monopolistic 
hegemony of business relegates the initiative 
of our definition to the drafting room and the 
laboratory, there to die unhonored and un- 
sung. And the topmost flight that initiative 
in competition may aspire to reach, except in 
cases of rare and dubious brilliance of abilities, 
is that of a cog in some monstrous business 
machine, The transformation of men into ro- 
bots by the machine age has not stopped with 
the laborer on an assembly line. It has gone 
all the way: to the top of human initiative. 
For every place of business under remote 
control, an underling of stunted initiative has 
taken a place that rightfully belongs to the 
developmental agencies of community initia- 
tive. 

It is hard to imagine that the initiative of 
the sort described could be more suppressed 
and stifled than it already has been. That’s 
all right, for, in its stagnation, a breathing 
spell is provided for the birth and develop- 
ment of initiative under new definitions and 
for its exercise in far more wholesome and 
elevating guises. We want this new school of 
initiative that will teach us how to live, and 
we want a new code of its practice that will 
lift us higher and higher in the scales of eco- 
nomic and cultural security. 

We want initiative addressed to the problem 
of giving us a government that will assure us 
of safety of life and limb, freedom for self- 
development, and security for the material 
accumulations of our industry and self-suffi- 
ciency in a cooperative society.

mood, then turns cold sober as peace efforts 
fail and destruction stalks abroad from the 
7th to 9th. From the 9th to 21st there are 
progressive re-adjustments made, re-align- 
ments of political forces, social experiments 
and prestige to be won abroad by our com- 
mand of economic powers. The 15th and 16th 
of March are critical dates of upheaval and 
confusion. The 23rd stimulates shipping and 
alliances, also makes our stand on freedom 
of the seas a most definite one. The latter 
part of the month, aside from a destructive 
and depressing outlook on the 25th, is artis- 
tic, social and strongly spiritual in trend. 

The New Moon ruling the first week of 
March occurred on February 8th in the 19th 
degree of Aquarius. The New Moon of March 
8th, at 9:22 p.m. in the 19th degree of Pisces, 
rules the lunar month of March 8th to April 
6th. 

The figure ruling March 1st to 7th inclusive 
has the New Moon in Aquarius, occupying 
the third house of the figure, that of the 
press and communications, education, transit 
facilities, highways and all forms of public 
opinion. The ascendant of the figure is the 
optimistic, confident and prosperous sign 
Sagittarius, with the ruling Jupiter in the 
fourth house, which rules the nation’s people, 
its homes, lands, agriculture and building, 
also weather. The aspects complete during 
this first week of March include minor fav- 
orable aspects to Jupiter, these stimulating 
the prosperity of our nation and rising values 
in land, agricultural products and the build- 
ing trades. Weather should be pleasant for 
the season, with a cold wave quite destruc- 
tive the 7th to 9th. 

The major event of the week may be a 
lowering of speculative markets due to nego- 


tiations attempting to bring about peace. It 
is a sad state of human affairs when one half 
the world fears its pocketbook will shrink 
if the other half stops killing each. other off. 
Perhaps we had better give the world back 
to the nice clean insects—or do they do such 
things too? There is very little prospect of 
peace, however, as the New Moon brings the 
conjunction of Saturn with Venus and a re- 
newal of hostilities under Mars conjunction 
Uranus. 

The spring publishing season may be an 
especially prosperous and many-sided one, 
with books on agriculture, the land, patriotic 
subjects, family life and national traditiong 
numerous and well received by the reading 
public. The automobile business should be 
greatly stimulated by increased purchasing 
power of both farmers and general public. 
Social life, on the contrary, is very quiet this 
week. Fashions, entertainment and romance 
seem to be eclipsed by more serious consid- 
erations of war, death, reform and religious 
fervor. 


New Moon 


The New Moon at 9:22 p.m. occurs in 18 
degrees 22 minutes Pisces and rules the lunar 
month of March 8th to April 6th. The luna- 
tion is in the fifth house of the figure, with 
the Sun and Moon sextile to Uranus and 
forming the opposition to Neptune. Major 
aspects include Venus leaving the conjunction 
of Saturn to form the square of Pluto, also 
Mars conjunction Uranus and Mercury op- 
position Neptune. The ascendant of the figure 
is the last degree of Libra, with the ruling 
planet Venus in the house of war and con- 
flict, competitions and relations with’ foreign 
countries in which we are directly concerned 
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(as distinct from the ninth house ruling con- 
ditions abroad on which we need not take 
action). Venus leaving Saturn to square 
Pluto in the house of the administration 
would seem to indicate that peace efforts of 
our govcrnment have just failed as the New 
Moon begins its cycle, and that the conjunc- 
tion of Mars with Uranus the night of the 
15th-16th brings a renewed explosion of vio- 
lence. If at any time during 1940 the United 
States should become involved in the Eu- 
ropean war, this is the dangerous configura- 
tion; it is not the writer’s conviction that such 
an event is inevitable, however. Some event 
bringing home to our people the fear of war, 
perhaps the attack on a neighboring country, 
is very likely to occur and our power at sea 
will be militantly affirmed. The administra- 
tion not only faces grave dangers through 
war or foreign relations but loses prestige 
very badly through the events of March 7th 
to 9th and March 25th. The defeat of the 
party in power at the coming elections is 
presaged by the occurrences of March 7th 
to 25th. 

In spite of the explosive foreign situation, 
our problems as a nation during 1940, as 
shown by the Solar Ingress chart, are more 
internal than international. We must either 
change our economic system progressively 
enough to relieve the pressure of the sub- 
merged classes or come to another fratricidal 
war in the near future, perhaps as early as 
1942, While we do not have the slave agri- 
culture of the South opposed to the indus- 
trialized North, as we did the last time 
Uranus stirred the depths and brought forth 
the volcano, we must realize with foreboding 
that the machine vs the man with the dinner 
pail is not too dissimilar in principle. Between 
1941 and 1948, this nation must preserve its 
democratic tradition and its national unity. 
It seems the way of mankind to do things 
the hard and bloody way. Instead of worry- 
ing about stamping out Hitlerism and other 
catchwords which have an oddly familiar 
ring to ears attuned to “making the world 
safe for democracy” in 1917, this nation 
should realize that it is economically sick 
indeed, eaten by the cancer of greed and eco- 
nomic royalty and will require a major op- 
eration before long. We need to fear some- 
thing worse than another AEF—the pangs 
of our own self-created disease. 

Shipping, speculation, amusements, artistic 
creation and ties With friendly nations are 
stressed very strongly in the events of March. 
We are likely to be deluded by propaganda, 
hampered in our shipping interests, morbidly 
sensational in our attitude toward foreign 





news releases, which may be worthless as 
the bits of paper treaties are usually written 
on. The bogeyman of communism, redism 
and what-not-ism is paraded again with flute 
and drum while the foolish worshippers bow 
deep on all sides. Congress may cast aside 
the spell and do something really vital to our 
international interests near March 15th and 
16th, however. 

The movie industry may be paralyzed 
under this ray, with sudden release by the 
acceptance of group-demanded reforms be- 
tween the 16th and 23rd. Oil, textiles and 
monopolies may also be similarly affected. 
Artistic presentations are strongly favored 
from the 23rd to 29th of March; music, danc- 
ing and symbolic forms of art are stimulated 
to unusual activity and are well received. 

Building trades and agriculture benefit 
strongly by changes of policy in their man- 
agement or by inventions and changes 
brought about by conflict abroad. Co-op- 
eration is secured readily between March 
9th and 21st in these affairs. Weather and 
crop prospects are excellent. 

Labor troubles may break out violently 
near March 15th and 16th, with victory to 
group interests assured. Organizations may 
clean house near this time also, communism 
and allied forces being somewhat too lively 
a skeleton in: many closets. 

Markets are depressed at the time of the 
New Moon due to peace negotiations, to pros- 
pects of increased taxation for national de- 
fense and to vigorous reforms launched by 
the administration without regard to whose 
heads fall in the basket. Speculative eon- 
ditions take a sudden trend for the better 
beginning the 9th, spurting the 15th or 16th 
and continuing strong until the 21st. Em- 
ployment conditions continue to improve 
quite rapidly as a result of military stimula- 
tion. 


United States Chart 


The United States chart shows Pluto in the 
house of the press, communications, educa- 
tion and public opinion, war being the big 
subject as before. Fear and disaster are fea- 
tured the 7th to 9th, and again in rising 
climax the 21st to 25th. Demands for reform 
of relief and welfare are also drastic in tone. 
Crime, death and disease cast an appalling 
shadow under Pluto afflicted by Saturn. Fear 
of enemies causes us to withdraw more 
fiercely into our isolationist shell—friends 
and foes look too much alike for comfort. 
Hampering or dishonest seizure of shipping 
causes a climax March 15th or 16th, with a 
strongly militant and successful reaction by 
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March 23rd. Uranus stirs conflict, both in 
war and in our own domestic labor relations 
near March 15th-16th; progressive changes 
are brought about from March 9th to 21st.

President Roosevelt 


President Roosevelt must deal with death 
or disaster in party affairs; his prestige is 
badly affected near the 7th and 25th.

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Weather Guide 
March, 1940 


QO), THE Pacific Coast, the month of 
March, 1940 is indicated as rather moist for 
the first half, but much drier during the 
last few days. Up to about the 15th quite 
warm weather is presaged, then a sudden 
cold spell sets in for a few days, followed 
by some unusually variable weather, windy, 
with some blustery showers and, in the last 
days of March, much colder weather. The 
coldest days of the month are expected to 
be about the 15th or 17th, and also about 
the 30th. Warmest days are near the 8th, 
20th and 27th. 

In the regions east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, March, 1940 should be somewhere near 
normal as to moisture for the first half of 
the month, but the heavy rains coming on 
in the last weeks should raise the average 
to above normal. Temperatures during the 
first ten days are indicated as above nor- 
mal, but from the 11th to the 19th a cold 
spell sets in, with frosts in the north and 
very chilly weather in the south. The last 
week of the month is unusually warm, 
though just in the last two or three days a 
cold wave of short duration may be experi- 
enced. 


Day by Day Weather Forecast 


Following is a day by day weather fore- 
cast for the region east of the Rockies. 


Fri, March 1—A_ cold, blustery storm 
Sweeps over the central states and Great 
Lakes, extending to the gulf coast and the 
east, with snow in the north and cold rains 
in the south. 

Sat., March 2—Light rain about the gulf 
coast and some snow in the northeast cen- 
tral regions, but in most parts of the coun- 
try fairly clear; warmer west, cold east.

lantic; not much colder. 


Sat., March 9—Rains in most of middle 
west, southwest and central states, extending 
to Great Lakes and gulf; Atlantic slope nearly 
clear. 


Sun., March 10—Stormy about Great Lakes, 
Ohio-Tennessee River valleys, extending to 
gulf coast, but middle west clearing, colder; 
nearly clear on Atlantic slope. 


Mon., March 11—Storm conditions in cen- 
tral states, on Great Lakes and in middle 
west; fairly warm, but turns colder in west; 
Atlantic slope clear, warm. 


Tues., March 12—Storm on Great Lakes 
and in Ohio-Tennessee River valleys, but 
middle west and central states clearing, 
colder; unsettled on Atlantic slope; tempera- 
tures variable. 

Wed., March 13—Clearing and colder in 
most of central states and Great Lakes re- 
gions, but showers continue on gulf coast 
and Atlantic slope; turning colder. 


Thurs., March 14—Clearer and colder nearly 
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everywhere, though light showers about 
Texas, gulf coast, central and south Atlantic 
slope states. 

Fri., March 15—Nearly all central parts of 
United States, including Great Lakes, fairly 
clear; colder, some rains on gulf coast and 
northeast Atlantic slope. 

Sat., March 16—Some rain about gulf coast, 
but in Great Lakes country, all the central 
states and on Atlantic slope clearing and 
turning warmer. 

Sun., March 17—Rainy about the southern 
states and gulf coast, but nearly everywhere 
else clearing; temperatures rising in general. 


Mon., March 18—Widespread rains in all 
central states from Texas to Great Lakes and 
extending to Atlantic slope; cold, but turns 
warmer, 

Tues., March 19—Cold rains continue in 
nearly all central parts of the country, Great 
Lakes and east; in general, changes to 
‘warmer. 

Wed., March 20—Turns warmer as the 
rains become showery, scattering, with gen- 
erally clearing conditions setting in. 

Thurs., March 21—Quite clear, warm 
weather in nearly all the country, though 
some rain about east Great Lakes and north- 
east Atlantic slope. 

Fri., March 22—Unusually clear, mild or 
warm weather everywhere; light showers on 
gulf coast, in far northeast, and to north- 
west of Great Lakes. 

Sat., March 23—Warm, fairly clear weather 
in all sections, with only a few light showers, 
mostly about gulf coast and northwest cen- 
tral regions. 

Sun., March 24—Stormy in most of coun- 
try east of the Rockies, extending to east 
Great Lakes, Ohio-Tennessee River valleys 
and gulf coast vicinity. 

Mon., March 25—Rainy conditions extend 
in a broad belt from Texas to Great Lakes, 
covering most of central states; warmer but 
turning colder. 

Tues., March 26—Continues unsettled and 
rainy in most of central states, Ohio-Ten- 
nessee River valleys, extending to north- 
east; colder in west. 

Wed., March 27—Turns much colder, but 
continues unsettled, with some rain in cen- 
tral states and Great Lakes, gulf coast and 


east.

Thurs., March 28—Clearing in northwest, 
but stormy about Great Lakes, to northeast 
and on gulf coast; cold spell in nearly all 
parts of the country. 

Fri., March 29—Clearing and cold in most 
of the west, central states, and south, as 
disturbed conditions drift on to Atlantic 
slope. 

Sat., March 30—Some rain in central states 
and on gulf coast, but most of the west, the 
Atlantic slope and south clearing; much 
colder everywhere. 

Sun., March 31—In most of central states, 
clearing and considerably colder, as unset- 
tled conditions sweep across to Atlantic slope, 
where it is slightly warmer.

QO Market Technique 


N THIS page there appears a chart of 
Commercial Solvents Corporation, which is 
one of 500 which we keep daily, showing 
high, low and closing price. Complete his- 
tory, statistical analysis, volume of shares 
traded, etc., are also kept. This will illus- 
trate the “technical” approach to market 
studies. 

While a chart does not influence the mar- 
ket, it is a visual way of recording the actual 


movements. It is the blue print, so to speak, 
which guides market action. The modern 
builder builds according to a blueprint. The 
old-fashioned builder built according to the 
“rule of thumb.” The modern stock student 
charts his securities while the old-fashioned 
students traded “by guess” and “by gosh.” 
It is a great advantage to have a good 
clean-cut record so as to show your invest- 
ment position definitely. 

For convenience, we break up the various 
fluctuations into three trends. First is the

yearly trend (Y). The second .is_ the 
monthly trend (M). The third is the week- 
ly trend (W). Sometimes they are called 
major, intermediate and minor trends. A 
trend is a movement in one direction, while 
a cycle is two movements; up and then 
down, or down and then up. 

These trends are of three kinds: Up sym- 
bolized by U; down symbolized by D; and 
sideline symbolized by S. In this chart the 
top letter is for the yearly trend, the middle 
letter for the monthly trend, and the bottom 
letter for the weekly trend. This illustrates 
how to mark a security each week for the 
three trends. When the stock is in a buying 
position, mark it U with an underscore. 
When it has moved out of a buying position 
into a holding position, mark it U without 
underscoring. When it is a sale, mark it 
D with an underscore. At any time when 
there is no definite down or up trend, mark 
it S. 

Your policy may be to follow either trend, 
but you should not try to follow all of them 
at the same time. Too many people have not 
yet decided which trend they want to follow; 
in other words, which way to go. “If you 
don’t know which way you're going, it will 
take you a long time to get there.” 

If you had been toilowing a yearly trend 
policy, you could have traded this stock by 
first purchasing 50 shares at 9, and 50 shares 
at 10, during the last of August or first of 
September. You would still be holding this 
stock on the yearly trend policy. On a 
monthly trend policy this stock was a buy 
at about 9 in July and a sale at 12. It was 
a repurchase at 9 in August and a sale at 
15 in September—a repurchase at 12 in 
November. This would have given you a 
total of 9 points profit, on an original cost 
of 9, or a 100% profit. 

Experienced investors will recognize the 
opportunity to take a position by selling this 
stock at 12 for future delivery and repur- 
chasing it at 9 or 10. 


Training Required 


The writer recognizes the training required 
to follow the trend properly and overcome 
the psychological and cyclical influences 
successfully. Until you have studied suffi- 
ciently, the following advice is in order. 
Before you are well trained and have over- 
come fear, buy 14 of your quota at a time. 
Don’t gamble in the stock market, because 
the commissions are too high. Learn how 
first unless you are a millionaire. Keep 
calm, because worry doesn’t help you make 





money. Don’t expect too much, because that 
makes you overbuy. 

You will remember in the January article 
how divergent some group trends were. The 
various cyclical influences are more effective 
in some groups than others. Once in a while 
they will cause groups to go in opposite 


directions. All of this must be taken into 
consideration when information is given on 
the general trends of the market. Another 
point that must be kept in mind is the fact 
that the yearly trend may be up, at the 
same time the weekly or minor trends may 
be down temporarily. Once in a while, as 
illustrated by last September’s move, certain 
groups of stocks may be forced up by fear 
buying under a negative cycle. All of this 
may make the stock market appear very com- 
plicated to you; however, I cannot change it, 
I can merely instruct you about it. 

In the December article I offered to send 
my readers the name of a low-priced stock, 
but nine out of ten who wrote, asked for a 
list of low-priced stocks. It is very appar- 
ent that you wish to use your own judgment 
in the final selection of a stock, I like that 
attitude very much, because I think that 
will help you finally be successful. There 
is available a certain list of securities which 
has been mentioned from time to time, and 
which you may obtain. One copy only will 
be sent to you free of charge. Some of the 
readers of this article may not have read 
the previous articles, so I shall give a list 
of what is available to you upon asking:

The Great Triangle 


The great triangle which was illustrated 
last fall has become a very dramatic illustra 
tion of what is going on in the whole eco- 
nomic world. The real influence back of 
this great triangle is the trine aspect between 
Uranus and Neptune.
